Capt. Goode Retires 
From Police Dept. 
On October 10 th 

Veteran Detective Has Served 
Efficiently For 43 Years 

Captain Richard J. Goode, head of 
the detective bureau of the Newton 
police department, will retire on Oc- 
tober 10. when he will have reached 
the age of 65. He is a native of New- 
ton and was appointed to the police 
department on June 22, 1896. 

He was a night patrolman for 14 
years, mostly at Nonantum and New- 
ton Corner, and in May, 1910, he 
was made an Inspector. On August 
22. 1917, he was promoted to the rank 
of sergeant ; and on December 25, 
1920 to the rank of lieutenant. He 
was made a captain on September 24, 
1930. A few years ago. while In- 
vestigating a burglary at Newton, he 
fell and snapped the tendons In both 
his knees His injuries caused him 
to be confined to the hospital for 
many weeks, and it was feared that 
lie was permanently disabled, -hut his 
grit and determination won him re- 
covery and the use of his limbs, so 
that he was able to return to duty. 

Captain Goode was unusually as- 
siduous in the performance of his 
duties and in his relentless tracking 
of criminals, he travelled to many 
sections of the United States and 
Canada. He was a well known figure 
at the District Attorney’s office and 
the Superior Court in East Cambridge 
and his search over a long period of 
years for stolen articles made him 
familiar with nearly every pawnshop 
in Boston. 

Captain Goode resides at 19 Wash- 
burn st., Newton, with his wife and 
two daughters, the Misses Marion and 
Ruth Goode. His police duties and 
his home life have occupied all his 
time, so now he may cultivate some 
hobby.

St. Mary’s Parish 

House Burned 


The parish house of St. Mary's Epis- 
copal Church on Concord st.. Newton 
Lower Falls was gutted hv fire on 
Tuesday night and damaged to the 
extent of $10,000 The fire did not 
spread to the church, which was 
erected in 1814 and is one of the 
landmarks of that village. The struc- 
ture burned was erected in 1900 and 
was used for the Sunday School of 
the parish and for meetings. The 
fire was discovered at 7:4.8 by Deputy 
Chief Seaver, who resides nearby. He 
notified fire alarm headquarters by 
using the radio transmitter in his car. 
and an alarm was at once sent out 
which brought not only Newton fire 
trucks, hut also tho Wellesley en- 
gine from the Walnut st. station. The 
fire had made great headway before 
the firemen arrived and the building 
was badly damaged before the blaze 
was under control. The cause of the 
fire is not known. 

Rev. Roger Bennett, rector of the 
church was at a Community Chest 
meeting in the Brae Burn Club house 
when the fire occurred.

the proposed expenditures for the next 
month approved. In September of 
each year ull agencies submit bud- 
gets for the next year together with 
explanatory memoranda. 

The Campaign Goal is set only 
after these budgets have been thor- 
oughly studied and reductions made 
if possible. In its report to the Chest 
directors the Budget Committee sta- 
ted, “the $199,605.75 goal is less than | 
tlie agencies feel they need. It will 
only lie by the exercise of constant 
vigilance that they can operate sat- 
isfactorily within that amount." 


At the meeting of the School Com- j 
mfttee on Oct. 23 a hearing will be 
given to those residents of Newton 
Lower Falls who signed a petition 
asking for the removal of the Trade 
School classes from the Hamilton 
School on Grove at. in that section. 
Tin- petition was presented to Mayor 
Childs and he gave it to the School 
Department. The petition alleges that 
{ because school enrollment in the ele- 
mentary grades at the Hamilton 
School is rapidly growing, the build- 
! ing will he overcrowded before long 
i Last year there were 73 pupils at- 
tending tlie elementary grades at the 
school. This year there are 84. an 
increase of 11. 

The Hamilton School was erected 
in 1928. It contains seven classrooms 
which can accommodate 2D* pupils. 
Because the school never had but a 
comparatively small number of pupils 
attending it, a few years ago the 
School Department decided to use part 
of the building for the general de- 
partment of the Trade School. This 
department occupies three classrooms 
on tlie first floor and about three-quar- 
ters of the basement. Fifty-nine hoys 
and 14 girls from various parts of 
the city attend the trade school class- 
es. They come from the 8th and 9th 
grades and are not children of low 
mentality, hut are normal boys and 
girls who either because they are not 
academically-minded, or because of 
economic conditions of their families, 
could not pursue the four-year course 
in the high school, or are anxious to 
obtain employment as soon as pos- 
sible. The boys study machine shop, 
electricity, radio and woodworking

Found Not Guilty 
Of Drunken Driving 


Salesmen of Milk 
Company Deceiving 
Newton Residents 


In the Newton court on Monday 
Leon McDonough of Charlmont rd., 
Newton Highlands, was found not 
guilty by Judge Mayberry of drunk- 
enness and driving a car while under 
tlie influence of liquor Patrolman 
Lupien, who arrested McDonough, 
testified that he made the arrest at 
the corner of Dedham and Winches- 
ter sts.. Newton Highlands, after an- 
other motorist had informed him that 
the car driven by the defendant had 
almost hit a dozen other automobiles 
and had been driven over a curb- 
stone. Patrolman Lupien testified 
that McDonough was drunk when 
he was arrested, and that when asked 
to produce his driving license, the de- 
fendant had stated — "I don’t need a 
license." Patrolmen O’Neil. Litch- 
field and Corcoran also testified that 
McDonough was drunk. 

Because two hooking officers were 
not present in court. Judge Mayberry ! 
found McDonough not guilty, and 
commented that the prosecution 
should have all available witnesses 
present while, the trial was being 
conducted. 

Frazier To Run For 
School Committee 


Dr. Harold Chope. Health Officer 
of Newton, stated on Monday that he 
has received complaints from several 
milk dealers that salesmen of one 
large milk company have been en- 
deavoring to obtain new customers ir 
this city by means of showing a type- 
written sheet containing figures giv- 
ing comparative bacteria count und 
butter-fat contents of ihe milk sup- 
plied by the company concerned and 
other milk dealers, and alleging that 
these figures were furnished by the 
Newton Health Department. 

Dr. Chope called attention to tin 
fact that t':e Newton Health Depart- 
ment does not publish either the bar- 
teria count or the butter-fat contents 
of milk sold in Newton, and the al- 
leged information was not, therefore, 
obtained from the Newton Health De- 
partment. The information published 
by tlie Newton Health Department 
rut ::*.!! k a' “Good." "Fair" or "Un- 
satisfactory." according to bacteria 
count, it does not refer to butter- 
fat contents. 


$6000 To Study 
River Mosquitoes 


At the meeting of the Newton 
Board of Health on Monday night. Dr 
Harold Chope. Health Officer, in- 
formed the Board that City Engineer 
Harvey and himself had represented 
the City of Newton at a bearing in 
the State House on September 12 on 
the matter of mosquito control along 
the Charles River between Charles 
River Village, Needham and Newton 
Upper Falls. The Legislature, during 
the past session, authorized the State 
Reclamation Board and the State 
Health Department to investigate 
mosquito and flood control in this 
section of the Charles River. Arthur 
Weston of the State Department of 
Public Health estimated that the cost 
of the study will i.e ■sr.cOO. to be allo- 
cated by voluntary .ntrihutions as 
follows — Ne* dhant $171t': Dedham.

Popular Y.M.C.A. Leader Has 
Served for 36 Years 

Harry W. Bascom. general secre- 
tary of the Newton Y. M. C. A. for 
the past thirty-six years, tendered his 
resignation to the directors at the 
October meeting of the Board on 
Tuesday evening. Mr. Bascom will 
retire on January first or upon the 
appointment of a new general secre- 
tary after that date. The Board of 
Directors voted to accept the resig- 
nation with extreme regret and Pres- 
ident Frank A. Day was authorized 
to appoint a committee to consider 
prospective appointees. 

Mr. Bascom became General Sec- 
retary of the Newton Association in 
October 1903. He was graduated from 
Fargo College. Fargo. North Dakota. 
After teaching for a year he became 
general secretary of the Fargo Y. 
M. C. A. and in 1902 went to Chicago 
to study at the George Williams Y. 
M. C. A. College, before receiving the 
call to Newton a year later. 

During his many years of service 
in Newton he has served under five 
presidents of the Newton Y. M. C. A. 
S M. Sayford was head of the local 
organization in 1903. Other presi- 
dents since that time have been Al- 
lan C. Emery, Charles D. Kepner, 
Frederic D. Fuller and Frank A. Day. 

In 1903 association activities were 
conducted in the Eliot Block, located 
at the corner of Centre and Elmwood 
sts.. Newton, and subsequently torn 
down in 1928. With the rapid growth 
of the association in the first decade 
of the century the need for larger 
and more adequate facilities was ap- 
parent. In 1907 and 1908 plans for a 
new building were formulated and the 
site of the present building was pur- 
chased. 

In October 1911 the new building 
was completed and the Y. M. C. A. 
opened in its new quarters. The 
building was dedicated In February 
1919. free from debt. Camp Frank 
A. Day. at Brookfield, was estab- 
lished in 1917 as a memorial to 
the late Frank A. Day. The 50th an- 
niversary of the Newton association 
was observed in 1927 with appropri- 
ate exercises and the raising of an 
anniversary fund to enlarge the Camp 
Day site, build an addition to the pres- 
ent building and to provide addition- 
al endowment funds. > 

As general secretary Mr. Bascom 
has played a prominent part in the 
growth of the Newton Y. M. C. A. 
and its related activities. He has 
also taken an active interest in com- 
munity affairs being a charter mem- 
ber of the Newton Rotary Club and 
having served as deacon at the Eliot 
Congregational Church in Newton. In 
1935 he reached the retirement age 
and in March 1936 was granted a 
three months' leave of absence fol- 
lowing which he returned to con- 
tinue as general secretary at the re- 
quest of the directors.

THE COMING CITY ELECTION 

Four weeks from next Tuesday history will be made in 
Newton. It will be the first biennial election of city officials 
since the city was chartered in 1873. Two years ago the 
voters adopted the biennial method of elections and in so doing 
extended the term of office holders whose tenure of office 
would have expired last January until January 1940. The bien- 
nial act also advanced the date of election from the prior early 
December date to the first Tuesday following the first Monday 
in November. Thus on November 7th voters in Newton will 
elect candidates for twenty-nine offices upon the ballot. These 
offices include that of mayor, fourteen aldermen-at-large (two 
from each ward), seven ward aldermen (one from each ward) 
and seven members of the school committee, chosen at large 
from each ward. 

One of the primary desirable reasons for the change to bi- 
ennial elections was because of the extremely small percentage 
of voters who exercised the right of franchise in the “off-year” 
elections when the office of mayor was not upon the ballot. 
The lack of interest every other year was considered by many as 
a threat to the continuation of good government in the Garden 
City by the election of candidates to office by the choice of a 
minority. Interest in local politics and the forthcoming elec- 
tion should be at a high peak with the many offices to be filled. 
All voters of Newton should make it their duty to plan to cast 
their ballot on election day. 


VALUABLE COMMUNITY SERVICE 

At the meeting of the board of directors of the Newton 
Y. M. C. A. this week the resignation of the general secretary, 
Harry W. Bascom, was accepted with regret. The resignation 
will not become effective until after the first of next year. Mr. 
Bascom has served in the capacity of general secretary since 
coming to the Newton Association in 1903 — 36 years ago. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association is a community 
activity of tremendous value in the building of character and 
the physical development of boys and young men. Through- 
out the years thousands of men in the Newtons and vicinity have 
been benefitted by use of its facilities and their interest in 
various phases of its activities.

Upon his retirement three months from now the Association and 
Newton will lose a valuable community servant.

Tito writer Is not a member of the 
Judiciary and never will be. So, we 
may he considered quite presumptu- 
ous because we dare make any sug- 
gestions or criticisms regarding mem- 
bers of the bench. But to us. Judges 
are not sacrosanct. They differ, even 
us do other humans. The law gives 
judges great latitude in making deci- 
sions and imposing penalties. Some 
judges seem inclined to severity, oth- 
ers seem inclined to leniency. But. 
whether a judge 1 h lenient or severe, 
we can’t see the expediency or wis- 
dom of any judge making a set rule 
as regards penalities in any type of 
law violation. We believe each case 
should lie decided and penalized on the 
circumstances surrounding it. 

For instance, some judges fine any- 
one they find guilty of speeding, or 
some similar infraction of traffic laws, 
$3 or $5. And some judges place such 
cases on file if the offender has no 
record. We believe that if there are 
extenuating circumstances, or the of- 
fence may he unintentional, the case 
may well be filed, even though the de- 
fendant he found guilty. On the other 
hand, we don’t believe in a fixed rule 
of filing cases of first offenders. Such 
a practice does not encourage police- 
men to apprehend speeders, ignorers 
of traffic signals, and other offenders. 
Neither does it discourage those who 
endanger the safety of the public, 
when they believe they will escape 
a penalty because they have no previ- 
ous record. Also, we can’t understand 
why some judges impose a smaller 
fine on an autoist who disregards a 
traffic signal, and crosses an inter- 
section against a red light, than they 
impose on a speeder. To us. the ig- 
noring of traffic signals is more de- 
liberate than is speeding, and more 
fraught with danger. And this offence 
against traffic laws has increased 
greatly in the past few years. 


During the past 15 or 18 years, 
Newton has grown very rapidly. Thou- 
sands of new residents have moved in- 
to this city. Unquestionably the many 
attractions of Newton, which havo 
made it outstanding as a residential 
community for nearly a century, ap- 
pealed to these people, or they would 
not have selected it as the place in 
which to make their homes. Most of 
the newcomers merged into the life 
or Newton intelligently and reason- 
ably. But. a certain percentage, more 
especially in the pa3t 10 years, have 
shown a disposition to manifest a 
sort of superiority complex which lias 
evidenced itself in the making of in- 
ordinate demands for special atten- 
tion to them and their particular 
neighborhoods — demands which old- 
er residents of the Newtons never 
thought of making, and demands, 
which if granted, would cause a con- 
siderable increase in the tax rate of 


this city. Moreover, some of these 
self-constituted important persons 
havo been in the city but a compara- 
tively short time when they volun- 
teered advice to various city depart- 
ments ns to how they should lie con- 
ducted. It may he that those to 
whom we refer believe that Newton 
is such a high-toned community, that 
it will accord them public services to 
which they were not accustomed in 
the cities or towns from whence they 
came. Newton does give outstanding 
public service, hut it is not providing 
de luxe facilities for some new neigh- 
borhoods nt the expense of taxpayers 
in the remainder of the city. 


Our little world, the planet Earth, 
is but n tiny unit of the universe. As- 
suming that many of the other count- 
less units of the universe are in- 
habited by more or less intelligent 
beings resembling in some respects 
the liumans of the Earth, one wonders 
if there has been on planets of other 
solar or stellar systems as much tur- 
bulence, greed, war nnd stupidity 
throughout the ages as there has 
been among the humans who have 
inhabited this planet. The Almighty 
(or Nature if you will) created the 
earth with a sufficiency of resources 
to provide an abundance of food, cloth- 
ing and fuel for humanity. But man, 
because of inherent, or acquired self- 
ishness and because of ills inability 
to reason, or ills unwillingness to use 
what little brains he possesses, has 
throughout the centuries of alleged 
civilizations, permitted ambitious, un- 
scrupulous individuals to mislead na- 
tions into carnage and misery and 
to destroy the productive work of gen- 
erations. And satraps. Myrmidons and 
underlings of despots, lured by expec- 
tation of power and wealth, have co- 
operated in wnrs and conquests. From 
such hellish activities have empires 
been created and aristocracies founded. 

During the 19th century popular ed- 
ucation in the Occident, and to some 
degree in the Orient, diffused knowl- 
edge so widely, that it became a pop- 
ular illusion in Europe and tho West- 
ern Hemisphere, that wholesale homi- 
cide and destruction, known as “War,” 
was outmoded, and that henceforth 
reason and not brute force would 
settle the problems of the civilized 
world. Tlie great European war of 
1914-1918 dispelled this delusion. That 
war was started because of rivalry 
between the empires of Germany. Eng- 
land and France. This country was 
sucked into that War on the spurious 
contention that it was the duty of the 
U. S. A. to prevent a German victory, 
and by so doing “make the world safe 
for democracies,” and help “win the 
war to end wars.” The IT. S. A. did 
prevent a German victory. But hy so 
doing, it did not make the world safe 
for democracies. We know what the

What Mr. Sheean will have to sny 
will he especially Interesting, ns he 
has already declared in brief that: 

"The dictator states of Europe look 
upon the United States as their even- 
tual enemy, the only nation to offer 
a real obstacle to the spread of to- 
talitarian Ideology." Vincent Sheean 
is the author of “Personal History.” 
and of "Not Peace But A Sword." and 
is a noted foreign correspondent. 

Mr. Sheean spent the summer in 
Mexico, and the preceding year in 
Europe’s danger spots. including 
Spain. Germany. Czechoslovakia, ami 
France. He did special correspond- 
ence Jor the New York Herald Trib- 
une. and collected material for a new 
book and magazine articles. “Not 
Peace But a Sword" relates his Eu 
ropean experiences, and he hopes 
to base his next hook on his adven- 
tures in Mexico. 

"The dictator nations feel that they 
can handle everybody else but the 
United States,” Mr. Sheean states. 
They have, he says, nothing but con- 
tempt for the countries of France and 
England. That is why he believes 
the Mexican bonier our vulnerable 
spot, 'and what goes on there of the 
utmost importance to the United' 
States. 

There is nothing that arouses the 
European controlled press to such 
fury as critical statements in the 
American press, lie declares. They no 
longer care what Anthony Eden. Win- 
ston Churchill, or Duff Cooper have 
to say. but “when Ickes makes a 
speech, they go crazy." 

His elaboration of this “Personal 
Opinion" should he arresting to at- 
tention.

Aided again by 
an Arlington offside Beatty made an- 
other first down and Newton was be- 
ginning to threaten. Coach MacDowell 
sent his first string tackles. Bill 
Boyer and Bill Kalousdian, back into 
the game. The referee penalized 
Newton to the Arlington 36 yard line 
for talking before the first play and 
Newton’s chance was over. Connol- 
ly, Arlington end. spilled Beatty for 
a 10 yard loss and on the next play 
tlie Newton hack was similarly treat- 
ed when he could find no loose re- 
ceiver for a forward pass. It was 
fourth down and 40 yards to go 
Beatty kicked to the Arlington 30. 
Newton stopped Arlington and Hur- 
ley received a Blanchard punt on the 
Newton 30. Arlington had been guil- 
ty of clipping at the Newton 45 and 
Newton put the ball in play there 
on the penalty. Arlington stopped 
Newton again and Hurley quick- 
kicked to the 20-yard mark. Three 
plays later the half ended with Beat- 
ty getting through to nail Sanders 
for a five yard loss on the last play. 

Third Period 

Arlington’s kickoff bounded around 
deep in Newton territory with Hur- 
ley finally getting control of it on 
the 5-yard line. On third down 
Beatty kicked to midfield and Ross, 
Newton Centre, brought Preston down 
at the Newton 45 after he had run 
half way across the field and back. 
Sanders got 3 yards at tackle and 
Burns swept around end to the 2:

Fourth Period 

Woodruff, who hail replaced Ross, 
stopped Blanchard at 2 yards and 
on third down Arlington kicked to 
the Newton 40. Dobie, playing for 
Beatty gained G yards and Avantag- 
gio 4 for a first down. On the next 
play the pass from centre went be- 
tween Dobie and Avantaggio. Tobin, 
Arlington guard, was through to grab 
the oval on the bounce. He ran for 
tlte goalline but was called back and 
it was Arlington’s ball at the 45-yard 
stripe. Newton held and Blanchard 
kicked to Hurley at the Newton 22. 
Newton failed to gain although aided 
hv an Arlington offside and Heath 
kicked to the Newton 40. Another 
Arlington offside set them back 5 
yards. On fourth down an Arling- 
ton pass, Burns to Femia was com- 
plete but shy of a first down and it 
was Newton’s ball. Arlington re- 
gained the hall on Olivigni’s kick to 
the Arlington 40 and kicked again 
to Newton at the Newton 40 on 
fourth down. After an incomplete 
pass a Newton fumble was recovered 
b.v Arlington at the Newton 35 yard 
line and Arlington had another 
chance.

Breather This Y ear 
For Newton Team 

Eight Granite City Veterans 
Oppose Improved Orange 
And Black Eleven 


In previous years the annual visit 
of fhe Quincy High football eleven 
to the Newtonvllle gridiron was gen- 
erally regarded as somewhat of a 
“breather” game for Newton High 
outfits. Tomorrow Coach Monroe Mac- 
lean brings a squad which pos- 
sesses fine material with a starting 
eleven that numbers eight lettermen 
of the 1938 campaign. Of this octet 
five were regulars a year ago and 
the remaining three were in the 
“near” class. Although Brookline held 
the Granite City outfit to a score- 
less tie last week the MaoLean- 
coached machine rolled up eight first 
downs to two for the Wealthy Town- 
ers. and let two glorious scoring op- 
portunities slip from its grasp. Last 
week’s game was the opening battle 
for the Quincy team and this fact 
discounts considerably the lack of 
smoothness in tomorrow s visiting out- 
fit. Thus the coming Quincy game 
cannot he considered in any sense a 
“breather” for the Macdowell-coached 
local team. 

Leonard Lombardi, veteran 152- 
pound fullback, is the man around 
whom the Quincy attack is largely 
i built. He is something of a triple 
, threat. Lombardi also calls the plays 
! for the team Mike Barba. 185-pounds. 

I and Lionel Buckley divide the half- 
j back assignments. Both were close 
to being regulars last season. Barba 
running and passing, and Buckley for 
his blocking. Although sophomore 
Don Buckley, brother of Lionel, is the 
ranking quarterback, because of a 
cold he saw little action against 
Brookline Bob Bradley, a transfer 
from North Quincy, where he was a 
reserve last year, took hte younger 
Buckley’s berth last week but tomor- 
row may be in there in Lionel’s berth 
unless the latter recovers from the 
cold which has kept him from prac- 
tice sessions this week. 

The Quincy line, except on the 
wings, is hftgely veteran material. Hal 
Boston is back at centre with Charley 
Henderson. 193-lbs., and Ray Pecce. 
166-lbs., in the guard positions, giv- 
ing the visitors a strong centre trio. 
Perry Banghart. another guard pros- 
pect. is pretty close to being a first- 
string prospect. Jack Kilrain. grand- 
son of the famed Jake Kilrain. will 
hold down one of the tackle berths 
as he did a year ago. A close battle 
is being waged for the other tackle 
position between Frank Pohlson. 217- 
lbs.. and the largest boy on the squad, 
anti Aldirada. another 200-pounder. 

Utility tackle and guard in 1935. 
John Lucier has been assigned to 
one of the end positions while the | 
other flank will be manned by A1 
Nicholson or Charley Erwin. Although 
rated a Class B school, the Quincy j 
squad is pretty close to an A classi- 1 
fication. It i* out of the lightweight \ 
class with a line averaging over 175| 
pounds and a backfield topping 160. 

A lack of capable backfield reserves j 
is one of Coach MacLean’s pressing 
problems at the moment, as shown by ■ 
its Brookline game. 

Twice Quincy got down to the 
Wealthy Towners 10-yard stripe. Once 
it was a first down at that point with 
four chances to score, but a fumble 
halted the Granite City attack. On the 
other occasion, a certain touchdown 
was lost when a pass trickled through 
the receiver’s fingers inside the last 
marker. 

Facing the oncoming Quincy horde 
is an improved Newton eleven. Al- 
though the rain somewhat handi- 
capped progress this week. Coach 
MacDowell regards the team as hav- 
ing shown steady improvement since 
its opening encounter with Cambridge 
Latin two weeks ago and its defeat 
by Arlington last Saturday. Over at 
Arlington the orange and black team 
n< ed< d only a little bit more coher- 
ence to have made it click Despite 
the fact that Arlington outweighed , 
Newton considerably, had the team ‘ 
clicked, as it well may tomorrow, the j 
Spy Ponders would have been in for 
a surprise. 

Coming up for the third game the j 
Newton mentor has announced three j 
probable changes in the starting line- 
up with the possibility of one or two 
more taking place before game time. 
The first of these shows Carl Fisher 
taking over a starting guard assign- 
ment formerly held down by Art 
Hugo. Fisher saw reserve service 
against the Cantabs and looked good 
enough for the call against Arlington, 
hut nock boils put him out of action 
for several days before the game. He 
returned to duty early this week and 
Coach MacDowell is giving him the 
opportunity to show his play against 
the Cantabs wasn't simply a flash-in- 
the-pan. John McNeil, who has been 
one of the steadiest linesman in both 
of Newton’s games, will start in his 
usual spot.

Boyer at the 
other tackle berth made several great 
tackles against Arlington hut Healy, 
his reserve, is pressing closely and 
the Newton veteran will have to keep 
going on high to stay in there. 

The third change expected for to- • 
morrow’s game will see Gus Avantag- 
gio in the halfback berth held down 
heretofore by Tony Rezutti. Captain 
Brooks Heath will hold down his quar- 
terback berth as usual and Joe Beatty 
and Walter Hurley will probably round 
out the starting quartet with the lat- 
ter at fullback. Gil Dobie. who may 
well develop into an outstanding back 
and Hobson, a junior varsity regular 
a year ago. are the possible other start- 
ers.

At centre Ross will start his third 
consecutive game. "Ricky” Wood- 
ruff. who relieved Ross against Arling- 
ton. gets the reserve call again to- 
morrow. ahead of Bill Rangnow. 
Rangnow. who did not even dress for 
the Arlington game because of boils, 
has been retarded because of this 
painful nuisance. Woodruff, who two 
weeks ago was just another back, 
was shifted to centre and has been 
developing in great shape so that he 
rates right now as Ross’ understudy. 

With the third game of the season 
coming up some interesting compari- 
sons can be drawn between several 
of Newton's past and present oppo- 
nents.

Then again the Brock- 
ton-Medford setto. one of the day s 
headliners between two unbeaten out- 
fits both of which oppose Newton la- 
ter. will be watched with extreme in- 
terest With Waltham, tied but un- 
beaten. going against unbeaten and 
unscored upon Somerville, regarded as 
a possible state champion outfit, there 
are those who will predict the out- 
come of the Newton-Waltham fr 
given the chance to let their imagina- 
tion romp. 

A veritable maze of intricate rea- 
soning can be found in tracing Ever- 
ett's slamming of Leominster last 
week after Leominster topped Arling- 
ton the week before. And with Ev- 
erett coming to Newton next week. 
Saturdav. it might cause Newton > 
boosters to shake in their shoes. 
However, when Everett does come 
over thev’ll be just another team on 
Newton's schedule. The bigger they 
are the harder they fall and if mem- 
ory serves aright, it was little David 
who handled Goliath, much to the 
latter’s probable surprise.

This ancient disease, while not conquered by any 
means, is less a menace now that Doctors and 
health authorities understand how to Hght.it. 
Scarlet fever is primarily a "contact” disease, 
contracted from direct contact, or contacting 
r secretions from nose, throat or ears of the patient. 
Contrary to common belief, the first days are the most con- 
tagious in scarlet fever. 

One to ten years are the most susceptible, but adults are not 
entirely immune. First symptoms are fever, severe sore 
throat, often a chill followed by more definite symptoms.

I. Child with enlarged or infected tonsils and adenoids is more apt to 
contract Scarlet Fever. 

J. Keep your child out of school or any home where there is Scarlet 
Fever. 

i. Protect your child, if there arc cases in school.

5. By all means sterilize everything the patient has contacted after a * 
case of Scarlet Fever.

so-culled European democracies did at 
Versailles. We know the ingratitude 
they manifested toward the Democra 
cy that saved them, their refusal 
to make any sincere effort to repay 
the billions loaned them. We know 
the machinations of France. Italy and 
England. We know they permitted 
the rise of the Nazis in Germany and 
the arming of that country to its 
present state of superiority. And 
d< spite all this, the President of this 
country and those members of Con- 
gress subservient to him. not only 
propose to change the neutrality net 
to permit the sale of war muni- 
tions to France and England “on a 
cash and carry” basis, to which mil- 
lions of us became reconciled because 
of the pacts between Germany, Italy 
and Russia, but they are endeavor 
ing to supply munitions of war to the 
welching countries on credit. And the 
argument Is the same as it was in 
1917— “to make this world safe for 
democracies." and to end not “wars,’ 
but Hitlerism. 

Why is President Roosevelt pursu- 
ing tills course? Does he want this 
ountry to repeat the mistake it made 
in 1917: a mistake that to date lias 
cost the people of the V. S. A. over 
$41 .000,000,000. and will eventually 
cost much more. A mistake that to 
a large degree resulted in the eco- 
nomic depression which lias now lasted 
over 10 years. A mistake, which if 
repeated will destroy democracy in 
this country and result in Fascism. Is 
Mr. Roosevelt so anxious for a third 
term that he is willing to have this 
country become entangled in the mass 
suicide and homicide of Europe. If 
not, why does he not declare that lie 
is not a candidate for another t 
and by so doing cause millions who 
are in doubt of his motives to realize 
that lie Is sincere and not actuated 
by selfish motives. 

The article by Herbert Hoover, re 
printed in leading newspapers of this 
country the past week, in which he 
exhorts the IT. S. A. to stay clear of 
the European imbroglio, could not hut 
meet with the approval of millions 
of Americans. The suggestion of Sen 
ator Clark that the President of- 
fer Ills services as a mediator to bring 
about peace in Europe, also met with 
the approval of many, and was in lino 
with the advice of Lloyd George. Others 
will agree with Winston Churchill— 
that to allow Germany and Russia 
to maintain the spoils they have ac- 
quired means only further aggression 
and conquest by these two totalitarian 
countries, and will result in world 
domination by them. There are those 
who argue convincingly that if the 
democracies,” England and France, 
want to contribute to world-wide last- 
ing peace, why do not these empires 
with their widespread colonies, offer 
to disgorge some of their colonial pos 
sessions. 

Councilman Robert Elder of Wal- 
tham has been working assiduously 
to have that city abandon dumping 
combustibles at the Woerd ave. area 
adjoining the Newton line. If he sue- 
teeds. lie will earn the gratitude of 
many residents of West Newton and 
Auburndale to whom the dump has 
been a nuisance for years. Mr. Elder 
now contends that this dump may be 
one of the sources of pollution In the 
Charles River. 

In connection with Woerd ave., we 
have been informed that another at- 
tempt is to be made to have the tax- 
payers of Newton pay for the im- 
provement. of Rumford ave.. which 
leads to t lie Woerd ave. section in 
Waltham from the Intersection of 
River and Lexington sts.. West New- 
ton. Rumford ave. in Newton is about 
a quarter of a mile or more in length 
and runs across a swampy area. New- 
ton received little or no taxes from 
tliis unaccepted, narrow lane. The 
apology for a street in former years 
had on it tracks of the Middlesex & 
Boston Street Railway, as part of the 
route of its Newton, Bemis, Auburn- 
dale Hue. and the M. B. had to keep 
these tracks in repair. Since buses 
replaced the electric cars, several 
attempts have been made to have the 
City ot Newton improve and accept 
the street without the ubuttors pay- 
ing for it Why should Newton tax- 
payers spend thousands of dollars to 
Improve a street to make a roadway 
for a bus company which enjoys a 
monopoly in this city; especially a 
street which is used by the M. B. to 
provide transportation for residents 
and employees of factories in another 
city? And why should Newton tax- 
payers, who live on unaccepted streets 
which are in bad condition, be assessed 
to improve a street from which 
practically no taxes are obtained? 

Britain is at war with Germany be- 
cause that country invaded and seized 
part of Poland.

Will Explain New 
Telephone Rates 
At Kiwanis Club 

At the meeting of tho Newton Kl- 
wanls Club at the Charles River 
Country Club, Oak Hill, on next Tues- 
day noon. Joseph (’. White, director 
of the telephone division of tho De- 
partment of Public Utilities will 
speak on the proposed changes in tel- 
ephone rates which will he put into 
effect when the new telephone ex- 
change at Newtonville will be placed 
in operation. James' M. Cushing of 
the telephone division will also talk, 
This exchange will house all three 
present exchanges in this city, New- 
ton North, Centre Newton and West 
Newton, and the automatic dial sys 
tern will he installed. 

Certain reductions will follow Mil 
rates as a result of the change. The 
charge for calls to Boston exchanges 
from telephones in the area now 
served by the West Newton exchange 
will bo 5 cents, instead of 10 cents 
Changes will he made in unlimited 
contiguous service, and also in mea- 
sured service, according to plans. 
Some exchanges now Included in 
these areas will lie excluded, and 
others will be included. One pro- 
posed change which will meet ob- 
jections is that which removes Bel- 
mont and Cambridge from 'unlimited 
contiguous service at Newton Nortli 
exchange. Another is tho proposal 
to increase the charge between Cen- 
tre Newton and the Dorchester and 
South Boston exchanges from 5 cents 
to 10 cents. 

Rupert Thompson of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce is co-operating 
with the Kiwanians in interesting 
Newton telephone subscribers In tho 
opportunity to hear Mr White and 
Mr. Cushing explain about the pro- 
posed rate changes. 


To Build Market On 
“Opera House” Site 

The property at the corner of Cen- 
tre* and Pearl sts., Newton, formerly 
the site of the "Newton Opera House,” 
bus been sold by Newton Theatre, 
Inc., to Joseph Shapiro of Boston, 
who intends to erect thereon a self- 
service market which will be leased 
to a chain-store corporation. On Mon- 
day a large power-shovel started 
excavating at the site, although no 
permit lmd been issued by the New- 
ton Public Building Department. A 
representative of the Building Depart- 
ment went to the site on Tuesday 
when the department was informed of 
tlie activity at the place, and was in- 
formed that tin* application for the 
permit wus in the mail. Information 
was given that the proposed one-story 
building will be 59 feet wide on Cen- 
tre st. and 140 feet deep on Pearl st. 
The architect is S. S. Isenberg. The 
lot contains about 20,000 square feet 
of land. 

The property on which the new mar- 
ket, will be erected was the home- 
stead site of one of Newton’s first 
settlers, Richard Park. He was one 
of the proprietors of Cambridge (New- 
towne) in 1636 and was granted 11 
acres of land in Cambridge Village 
(Newton) in 1647. The highway to 
Dedham was built through part of his 
land in 1648. In the memory of 
present residents of Newton, the prop- 
erty was the site of the home of Ed- 
win Robinson, who purchased it about 
the time of the Civil War. About 30 
years ago it was purchased by a man 
named Fisher, who erected a moving 
picture house on it. and called the 
theatre the "Newton Opera House." 
No operas, however, were produced at 
the "Opera House." Several years ago 
the property came into the ownership 
of Newton Theatres, Inc., a group of 
local men who had built the Com 
inanity Theatre. They acquired the 
property in connection with the sale

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Proposed Telephone 
Rates Are Explained By 
D.P.U. Representatives 

Director White Speaks at Kiwanis Club Meet- 
ing — Three Newton Exchanges To Be 
Consolidated in New Building 


At the meeting of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club on Tuesday proposed 
changes in telephone rates in Newton 
were explained by Joseph C. White. 
Director of the Telephone Division 
of the State Department of Public 
Utilities, and by Inspectors Cushing 
and Matthews of that division. The 
changes will be made as a result of 
the consolidation of the Newton 
North, Centre Newton and West New- 
ton exchanges into the new Newton 
exchange, which is being built at 
Washington st. and Central ave., New- 
tonville. The three present ex- 
changes in tills city will be housed 
in the new building and thereafter 
Newton will be considered as one 
area. 

The new exchange will enable tel- 
ephone subscribers in this city to 
have the modern dial system. To 
bring about this improvement the 
telephone company is having miles of 
trenches rapidly excavated in the 
principal streets of the city for the 
installation of underground conduits 
and cables. Manager Campbell of the 
Newton telephone office, who was a 
guest at the meeting, subsequently 
brought out in informal conversation, 
that the cost of building the new 
exchange, installing the intricate 
dial-system equipment, and laying the 
underground cables, will exceed 
$1,000,000, and this expense will be 
borne by the telephone company with- 
out additional cost to subscribers. It 
is expected that the new system will 
bo in operation in November, 1010. 

The consolidation of the three pres- 
ent telephone exchanges in this city 
will provide for subscribers of the 
West Newton exchange something 
which they have long sought, a re- 
duction in the cost of calling Boston 
exchanges from 10 cents to 5 cents a 
call; the same rate which Newton 
North and Centre Newton subscribers 
have been charged in the past. New- 
ton North and Centre Newton have 
been Class A exchanges, and West 
Newton a Class C. The consolida- 
tion will place West Newton in the 
Class A rating, the same as the other 
Newtons. It will entail a 26 cents 
increase in the basic rates for West 
Newton, but the added services 
which subscribers in that section will 
enjoy as a result of the consolidation 
is expected to more than offset the 
small increase. 

The unlimited business service 
which some subscribers in West New- 
ton have had the advantage of, be- 
cause that exchange was rated as 
Class C, will be discontinued, as the 
West Newton area will be on the 
sume rating as Newton North and 
Centre Newton have been — Class A.

Central Congregational Will 
Dedicate New Rooms 
In Parish House 

Central Congregational Church in 
Newtonville will hold, next Sunday 
(October 16) ;it 7 30 p. m„ a serv- 
ice of dedication of the new rooms 
which have been constructed during 
tlie past summer for the church 
school. Ai the same time two other 
rooms will be re.n , 'Jcated and named 
after beloved members of the church. 

Having for a long time felt the 
need of more individual classrooms 
and an additional assembly room, the 
committee on religious education in- 
stituted action a year ago which cul- 
minated in the construction of seven ' 
rooms — a chapel, accommodating I 
about seventy people, and six class- j 
rooms — in tlie upper part of the large j 
assembly room on the main floor of 
tlie parish house, whose ceiling was 
twenty-three feet high. The new 
rooms are cheerily decorated and 
lighted and are well equipped for ef- 
fective class work. The original as- 
sembly room has been greatly im- 
proved in appearance and acoustics 
by tlie lower ceiling, the redecorat- 
ing and new lighting fixtures. 

Half of the cost of the new con- 
struction was provided by a gift in 
memory of Marguerite M. Woodward, 
one of the most capable and devoted 
workers in the church and church 
school, whose sudden death in South 
America last winter deeply shocked 
her friends in church and communi- 
ty. A photographic portrait of Mrs. 
Woodward will be hung in the social 
hull, in which for many years she 
conducted tlie junior department of 
the church school and helped in 
many ways to stage plays and pag- 
eants, and the room will be known 
as Marguerite Woodward Social Hall. 

The other half of the cost was met 
by the use of part of a bequest from 
the late Carrie Etta Silloway. for 
many years a teacher in Newton High 
School. In grateful recognition of 
her interest and her gift the new 
rooms are to be known as The Sil- 
loway Memorial. 

At the annual meeting of the 
church last January members of the 
church offered to help redecorate the 
room known as the Ladies’ parlor, 
with the suggestion that it be named 
the Boyden Room in honor of Dr Wal- 
lace C. Boyden and his wife Mabel R.

Centre Business 
Men Want Parking 
Rules Enforced 

At a meeting of the Newton Cen- 
re Business Men’s Association on 
October 5, it was voted to approve 
the enforcement of the one-hour park- 
ing regulations at Newton Centre as 
at present designated in the traffic or 
dinnnees of the City of Newton. Mem 
bers of the association agreed to 
stand behind such enforcement and 
not attempt to “fix” any tags placed 
on cars for illegal or improper park- 
ing. The members also voted to re- 
quest that an additional policeman he 
assigned to Newton Centre square on 
Saturdays to assist in the parking of 
cars and facilitate the flow of traffic 
on Centre st. between Beacon and 
Pi.-asant sts. 

The association is distributing a 
large number of letters to residents 
of Newton Centre calling attention to 
the facts that one car in every five 
parked in flu* Newton Centre business 
district stays over the one-hour limit, 
that one car in ten stays from a half 
day to a full day. If overtime park 
ing will lie abolished, there will be 
much more room for people who want 
to patronize Newton Centre stores. If 
customers need to park more than one 
hour, the Newton Centre business 
men will endeavor to acquaint them 
as to where they can obtain space 
for longer parking within easy dis- 
tance of the square.

Oak Hill Imp. Assn. 
Listens To Talks 
On “Local Taxes” 

The semi-annual meeting of the Oak 
Hill Improvement Association was 
held on Monday evening at the Oak 
Hill School and was featured by talks 
on “Our Local Tax Situation" by War- 
ner Eustis of the Newton Taxpayers 
Association, and Alderman Donald 
MacKay. Mr. Eustis said: 

“The ideal situation is to have as 
little load of government as possible, 
so that these things which we possess 
shall be completely ours.” That mod- 
ern society requires not only indi- 
vidual property but communal prop- 
erty. such as roads, meeting houses, 
churches, hospitals, fire departments, 
schools, a postal system and defense. 
The more of these communal activi- 
ties the greater load upon the pro- 
ducer. Altogether, he said, everybody 
attempts to get something for noth- 
ing. and we end up with a situation 
where the expenses of our government 
are built upward and upward, each in- 
dividual preaching economy, but fail- 
ing to realize that his particular de- 
mands are part of the total demands. 

Mr. Eustis pleaded that we stop ask- 
ing for improvements. "Let’s see. he 
said, if we can’t live a more simple 
life as regards our governmental func- 
tions and have a little more money 
to spend for ourselves." The Tax- 
payers Association is formed by a 
group of prominent and philanthropic 
citizens for the purpose of present- 
ing an organized front against the so- 
cial injustice of increasing taxation. 
It is non-political. They endorse no 
one for public office. There are 24 
directors with at least three from 
each Ward. In Newton we are blessed 
with a government by a very intelli- 
gent class of individuals both elective 
and appointive. This, contended Mr 
Eustis. doesn’t mean that everything 
is perfect in Newton — far from it. For 
instance, we have the second biggest 
debt per capita in the State. With 
this situation we can’t desirably keep 
down our tax rate by borrowing or 
deferring expenses. Also, we ought 
to stop borrowing and reduce the pres- 
ent load over the next few years. 

In referring to our schools which 
he said was our biggest expenditure, 
there are none finer, thanks to the 
initiative of Newton citizens and their 
selection of school officials and teach- 
ers but he called our attention to 
the fact that actually we have very 
nearly the highest expense per pupil 
in the State. Too much supervision 
and interference with self-propelling 
traits of independent action with the 
well-intended purpose of either mold- 
ing or helping children, produces not 
only expense hut a deadening of initia- 
tive — the "will to do." 

Alderman Donald D. McKay dis- 
cussed th*- financial side of tlu* f’ity’s 
history, illustrating with charts the 
growth of the City in population and 
assessed values. Actually the city 
has grown from 40.000 in 1914 to over 
70,000 in 1939 while during the past 
eight years there has been relative- 
ly littie change in total valuations 
The tax rate in 1919 was $18.80 and 
has lncreasi d to the present rate 
of $30.20 in 1939. Each $100,000 repro. 
sents sixty cents in the tax rate. He 
explained how the city avoided a sub- 
stantial increase in the tax rate this 
last year by showing that the Aider- 
men denied $200,000 of the budget 
recommended by the Mayor. $121,000 
was allotted to the city by the State 
Legislature for highway purposes: 
$215,000 was refunded by the State 
while income from cigarette tax its 
well as funding $80,000 of the $113,000 
Hurricane Ixmn all added together 
tuude it possible to hold the tax rate 
to Its present level. 

Maynard Hutchinson spoke relative 
to the Community Chest Campaign and 
the good work It has accomplished. He 
said thut during the past six years 
the Oak Hill district has doubled 
the amount given and quadrupled tin 
number of individual givers. 

Tin- members were informed that 
the WPA project of widening Brook- 
line st. may start in December if 
approval is received from Washing 
ton. The next open meeting of the 
association will be held on Decem- 
ber 5. General Duniel Need hum will 
talk on "The Problem of Safety," und 
Sinduir Weeks will nlso be present. 


Exonerate Waltham 
Police In Death 
Of Thomas Glynn 

Last Friday Judge Howard Wilson 
of Concord, who had presided at an 
inquest held on the death of Thomas 
D. Glynn of 160 Waltham st., West 
Newton, made a finding exonerating 
Patrolman Wilbur Wheaton of the 
Waltham police and other members 
of that department in connection with 
Glynn's death. 

Glynn, aged 2S. was arrested on 
August 27th. at 2:30 a. m. by Pa- 
trolman Wheaton on a charge of 
drunkenness. According to the find- 
ing issued by Judge Wilson, Glynn, 
who weighed 140 pounds, resisted 
Wheaton and in the struggle received 
a blow* which blackened his left eye. 
According to Judge Wilson’s finding. 
Glynn did not fall when Wheaton 
hit him. but wrenched himself from 
the patrolman’s grasp later, hit the 
sidewalk and received a fracture of 
the skull. Glynn was taken to the 
Waltham police station and a tele- 
phone message was sent to the Wal- 
tham city physician to come and at- 
tend to his injuries. But. the city 
physician did not come. Late In the 
forenoon of August 27 another call 
was sent to the city physician and 
he went to the police station. He 
found Glynn’s left eye completely 
closed, hut no other visible Injuries. 
At 7:20 on the night of August 27 
another call was sent to the city phy- 
sician. and as he again did not come 
Chief of Police McKenna of Waltham 
ordered Glynn sent to the Waltham 
Hospital. There it was found that 
the man had a serious brain injury 
und be was sent to the Boston City 
Hospital at 11:45 that night. He 
died at the Boston Hospital the next 
day at 4:30 p. m. 

Judge Wilson in his finding stated 
that " — the officer (Wheaton) was 
guilty of r.o gross negligence, or any 
wanton or reckless act in making the 
arrest.” Judge Wilson also stated 
in his finding that the officers at the 
police station " — took all reasonable 
precaution to see that he had proper 
medical attention." 

Councilman McCarthy of the Wal- 
thuin City Council demanded an in- 
vestigation relative to the death of 
Glynn and the alleged negligence of 
the Waltham police and the city 
physician. Mayor Hanson of Waltham 
suspended Wheaton following Glynn’s 
deuth and started to conduct an in- 
vestigation of the matter. He sus- 
pended bis investigation pending the 
finding of Judge Wilson on the in- 
quest. Wheaton was suspended by 
Mayor Hanson on the charge of tak- 
ing a drink with a man who had 
witnessed Glynn’s arrest. Following 
Judge Wilson’s finding on the in- 
quest. Mayor Hanson recommended 
to the State Civil Service Commis- 
sion that Wheaton be reinstated. 

Not Guilty of 

Drunken Driving 

Joseph J. Colei t i of Lincoln rd., 
Newton, was found not guilty of 
drunkenness ami driving while under 
the influence of liquor, by Judge Cree- 
ban in the Newton court last Thurs- 
day. Coletti was arrested on Sep- 
tember 26 by Patrolmen FitzSlmmons 
and McKnaney after the car lie was 
driving had collided with u bus at 
Crafts and Watertown sts., Newton- 
villa. The arresting officers, Patrol- 
man Greeley, tin* patrol wagon offi- 
cer. and Lieut.

Wo agree with the contention of 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles Goodwin 
that "insurance companies In Massa- 
chusetts have been handing out the 
people’s money on fake and exagger- 
ated claims with a lavish hand." and 
we believe that there is merit in Mr. 
Goodwin’s demand for additional in- 
spectors in his department so that 
fake claims and exaggerated claims 
may he investigated and reduced. As 
we have written In this column several 
times in past years, n large percent- 
age of such claims have not been 
made by the criminal elements, hut 
by allegedly respectable and honest 
persons who have not hesitated to 
mulct their neighbors and even 
friends, all of whom, if they are auto- 
mobile owners, must pay claims re- 
sulting from compulsory automobile 
insurance. Even policemen have been 
known to make exaggerated claims 
for alleged injuries received in colli- 
sions of automobiles. 

Talking about Registrar Goodwin 
reminds us that several weeks ago 
tlie Chief of Police of Milford re- 
quested tlie Registrar to put a stop to 
the current, nonsensical vogue adopt- 
ed by youths, who don’t show much 
Intelligence, by attaching spurious, 
foreign registration plates to their 
cars, usually onto the legal registra- 
tion plate. Tlie fake European and 
Asiatic number plates can he pur- 
chased for a few cents in stores, and 
when attached onto or near a legal 
registration plate make it more diffi- 
cult to read the latter, especially at 
night. So far as we know. Mr. Good- 
win lias taken no action to prevent 
the foolisli and confusing use of the 
joke plates. 

If you want to observe a practical 
demonstration as to why there is so 
much unemployment in this machine 
age. watch the trench-digging ma- 
chines being used by the contractors 
who are engaged in the projects of 
laying the conduits for the telephone 
company in Newton streets. One of 
these machines will accomplish as 
much as would 40 or more men with 
picks and shovels. 

An exhibition of selfishness is that 
manifested by men and women who 
receive a holiday on Columbus Day, 
Oct. 12. going to Roston on tlie after- 
noon of that day to shop in stores 
owned by persons who are swayed 
more by profits than by sentiment. 
Those who receive a holiday on Oct. 


12 and then go shopping on the af- 
ternoon of that day don’t consider, or 
care for the fact, that they are caus- 
ing tin* employees of the Boston stores 
to be deprived of a holiday. 

As we expected, President Roose- 
velt has a large majority of Senators 
with him In tlie measures preceding 
tlie vote on the repeal of the arms 
embargo. There are many persons 
who favor the repeal of the arms em- 
bargo who would strongly oppose the 
entrance of this country into the war 
being „waged by the European em- 
pires. They fear that the alliance 
of Russia with Germany may result 
in the defeat of Frnnce and England, 
unless the latter countries can ob- 
tain arms and munitions from the 
IT. S. A. Some of them even are 
willing to extend credit again to 
France and Great Britain despite the 
fact that these two countries refused 
to pay hack billions loaned them dur- 
ing and following the World War by 
the citizens of this country. 

* While we agree with Senator David 
I. Walsh regarding the influence be- 
ing used at Washington by selfish, 
sinister interests who seek to have 
the U. S. A. become involved in the 
European muddle, we believe the Sen- 
ator is too pessimistic when he says 
that it is 10 to 1 that this country 
will he dragged into the war. The 
people of tliis nation, in large part, 
remember tin* lying propaganda which 
was largely responsible for this coun- 
try having been sucked into the 
Wot Id War. They remember that 
England and France have ((insistent- 
ly refused to repay tlie billions loaned 
by citizens of tlie t\ S. A : they re- 
member the machinations of Great 
Britain and France at Versailles, the 
refusal of Great Britain to cooper- 
ate with the U. S. A. in preventing 
the conquest of Manchuria by Japan, 
the failure of Great Britain and France 
to aid Ethiopia. Our people remember 
the anguish of mothers and fathers 
when their sons went overseas in 
1917 and 1918 to fight for alleged 
ideals. The people of this country 
don't have to remember the sorry 
economic plight of this country which 
started in 1929. They are still in tho 
midst of it. So. if the sinister minori- 
ties referred to by Senator Walsh at- 
tempt to push the U. S. A. into the 
European war, they will discover that 
the majority of the people of this 
country will oppose it. And the op-

ley. that he had not seen the report 
of City Solicitor Bartlett relative to 
his investigation of the. Newton police 
department. He also replied that his 
committee had not called Cullen be- 
fore them for questioning, and that 
he had not obtained information to 
compare the cost of maintaining mo- 
tor vehicles owned by the Newton 
police department with those of other 
departments. Alderman Rawson told 
Attorney Hurley that when the Board 
on May 1 voted to override Mayor 
Childs’ veto of the ordinance abol- 
ishing Cullen’s ofllce. he was guided 
by the report of the special commit- 
tee which had investigated that of- 
fice. also the report of the Finance 
Committee. 

Over the objection of City Solicitor 
Bartlett. Mr. Lincoln as master, per- 
mitted the introduction as evidence 
of remarks made at meetings of the 
Board of Aldermen by Alderman Mc- 
Cabe in which McCabe criticised Cul- 
len and accused Mayor Childs of hav- 
ing a stooge system. Mr. Bartlett 
contended that McCabe’s remarks 
were not pertinent to the case, as the 
Aldermen abolished the office of ser- 
geant-mechanic in the interest of 
economy. Cullen, through his attor- 
ney alleges that the Aldermen did 
not act in good faith. 

The hearing was resumed today. 
Among those who have been notified 
that they will have to appear are 
Mayor Childs, Chief of Police Hughes, 
and all members of the Board of 
Aldermen.

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D.P.U. Authorizes New 
Telephone Rates With 
Creation of One Area 


Telephone Company Proceeds With Plans For 
Installation of Dial Service in Newton 
To Benefit Many Users 


Tht* Public Utilities Commlsslotn 
announced this week that the pro- 
posed changes in rates and service 
for the Newton and Watertown areas 
had been authorized by unanimous 
vote of the Commission with minor 
changes. The proposed changes in 
rates were originally filed with the 
Commission last May and would have 
become effective thirty days later. 
Bach month subsequently the Com- 
mission lias postponed the effective- 
ness of the rates pending an investi- 
gation. 

The commission reports that the 
main purpose of the revision a» ex- 
plained by company officials is the 
elimination of certain objections to 
tlie present service by means of con- 
solidation of the telephone service of 
the city of Newton into a single area. 
Newton is served at present by three 
separate exchanges, Newton North, 
Center Newton and West Newton. 
The town of Watertown is now served 
as a part of the Newton North ex- 
change designated as Middlesex. 
Under the proposal a separate ex- 
change is provided for Watertown al- 
though housed in the new building be- 
ing erected in Newtonville. 

The main benefit accruing to sub- 
scribers of the West Newton ex- 
change will be the advantages now 
enjoyed by the other two Newton ex- 
changes whicli permits a 5-cent toll 
charge, instead of the present 10-cent 
toll, to downtown Boston. The new 
arrangement will require West New- 
ton subscribers to pay a slight in- 
crease in base rates as now paid by 
the other Newton subscribers. The 
entire Newton area will receive other 
and nearer areas heretofore not in- 
cluded. At the public hearing held 
before the commission, following due 
notice as required by law, no oppo- 
sition was made to the plan of the 
company. 

The company outlined the growth 
of service to Newton at the hearing 
showing the need of a more modern 
exchange, the introduction of newer 
improvements in the science, and the 
necessity of properly servicing the 
subscribers in the district without dis- 
crimination. The three present of- 
fices in Newton now contuin 27,000 
stations and 16,900 lines — nearly sev- 
en times as may stations and eight 
times as many lines as in use in 
1906. The new system will provide 
for the extension of the dial sys- 
tem now in use in Metropolitan Bos- 
ton. 


The Commission’s report states that 
letters had been received from May- 
or Edwin O. Childs. Representative 
Warren K. Brimblecom, an dthe 
Chamber of Commerce approving the 
plan as in the best interests of ,the 
city. Further recommendation for its 
adoption was made by the Telephone 
division of the department after a 
study of the scientific phases. 

A change wns ordered In the tele- 
phone company’s proposal providing 
for a continuance of the present 5-cent 
toil rute in effect between Centre 
Newton and Newton North and the 
Dorchester and South Boston dis- 
tricts. Tlie company had requested 
permission for a 10-cent toll because 
of tlie increase in distance brought 
about by relocating the exchange In 
the new building. The company 
agreed, however, to the continuation 
of the present toll which the Com- 
mission states it believes to be in the 
public interest. 

The order passed by the Commis- 
sion follows: 

ORDERED. That tlie revisions of 
schedule N. D. P. U. No. 6, Section 
1. Sheets 1, 3, 4. 5. 6 and 7, filed by 
tlie New England Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Company on May 4, 1939, to 
become effective June 10, 1939, the 
operation of which revisions was sus- 
pended by the Department by succes- 
sive orders until October 14, 1939, be 
modified, so that on and after Octo- 
ber 16, 1939, the Dorchester and South 
Boston exchanges be included within 
tlie local measured service, coin box 
service and semi-public service areas 
of tlie Newton exchange, and that the 
Newton exchange be included within 
tlie local measured service, coin box 
service and semi-public service areas 
of tlie Dorchester and South Boston 
exchanges.

The first step in the consolidation 
of the three Newton exchanges into 
one area, according to Manager Eu- 
gene Campbell, will be the inclusion 
of West Newton customer accounts 
in the Newton Corner business office 
within the next few weeks. These sub- 
scribers have been transacting busi- 
ness through tlie Waltham office. The 
Newton business office will continue 
at its present location in Newton Cor- 
ner until permanent quarters are 
ready in the new building.

Resume Cullen 

Case Hearings 

Alderman Inches Testifies Be- 
fore Auditor At East’ 
Cambridge 

Hearings on tlie reinstatement case 
of Bartlett Cullen us sergeant-mo- 
chanic in the Newton police depart- 
ment wore resumed on Wednesday 
morning In the Middlesex Court at 
East Cambridge. The hearings are be- 
ing held before Alexander Lincoln of 
Brookline, sitting as auditor appointed 
by the Supreme Court. Last week sev- 
eral hearings were held at t ho New- 
ton city hall hut on their conclusion 
were shifted to Cambridge. Attorney 
Francis X. Hurley, counsel for Cullen, 
is endeavoring to show that the ac- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen In 
abolishing the position was not taken 
in good faith. 

Alderman Henderson Inches, chair- 
man of tlie special aldermanlc com- 
mittee which conducted an investiga- 
tion Into tlie conduct of the office of 
sergeant-mechanic, was tlie witness 
on Wednesday and Thursday. Read- 
ing from notes which he had made 
during the investigation Mr. Hender- 
son revealed information which the 
committee had received concerning al- 
leged inefficiency of the vehicle used* 
as a police ambulance. 

Alderman Inches possessed a large 
amount of material, some in his own 
handwriting and some typewritten, in- 
cluding correspondence which had 
been exchanged with various persons, 
including Mayor Childs and Comptrol- 
ler of Accounts Daniel A. White. 

Attorney Hurley questioned the wit- 
ness relative to the personal notes 
made by the Alderman. By agree- 
ment of counsel individuals were re- 
ferred to ns “Mr. Blank’’ instead of 
by name so that renl names of -par- 
ties should not he placed upon rec- 
ords of the hearings. 

In one Instance, there were nota- 
tions. according to Inches, relative to 
the purchase of a Ford ambulance, and 
according to Inches' notes, his com- 
mittee was informed that the ambu- 
lance was unsatisfactory as to design, 
the rear step being too high, the 
rear seat being so constructed that 
one could sit on it only with diffi- 
culty and that it contained facilities 
for only one stretcher case. There 
was also mention made of entries to 
the effect that the ambulance once 
had to he pushed to the hospital: also 
to the effect that the same ambulance 
was involved in accidents.

The committee 
had found it difficult to get persons 
to testify. He testified that he had 
not checked up on a story that Cul- 
len’s car had been greased each week 
without charge nor on a story that 
city trucks hud brought gravel to 
Cullen’s home. In a visit to a camp 
in New Hampshire that Cullen was 
supposed to own he stated that he 
had obtained no information about 
tlie place.

Irving O. Palmer 

Dies at Laconia 

Former Principal Of High 
School Retired Seven 
Years Ago 

Word was received in Newton this [ 
morning of t lie* death last evening of j 
Irving o. Palmer, former principal of' 
the Newton High School, at the La- j 
conla Hospital In Laconia, N. H. Mr. 
Palmer was horn on May 17. 1862. 
and graduated from Colby College 
with tlie class of 1887. 

He came to Newton in 1897 from 
Salem to become head of the Science , 
Department of the Newton High 
School, in 1910 lie became principal 
of tlie Technical High School when 
t hat building was opened for use in 
September of that year and in 1924 
became principal of tlie High School. 
Mr. Palmer retired from this posi- 
tion at the conclusion of the school 
year in 1932. 

Mr Palmer was always active in 
the field of education. He was award- 
ed tlie honorary degree of Doctor of 
Humane Letters at tlie 46th reunion 
of ills cluss at Colby in 1932. He 
was a president of the State Head- 
musters Association in 1932. a mem- 
ber of the Secondary School Princi- 
pals' Association, the National Edu- 
cation Association, a charter mem- 
ber of the Eastern Association of Civ- 
ics Teachers, a member of the New 
England Association of Chemistry 
Teachers, the Friday Club. Masons 
and Central Congregational Church. 
He served as secretary of the Chaf- 
fin Fund. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been completed.

McCabe Enters Race 
For Mayor \\ ith Childs, 
Goddard and Waters 


Fifty-one Candidates File Nomination Papers for 
Mayor, School Comm, and Aldermanic Seats; 

4 Aldermen, 3 Schoolmen Unopposed 


With tlie expiration of tinu* for 
filing nominations papers on Wednes- 
day afternoon it was revealed that 
twenty-two of the twenty-nine offices 
to be filled at the city election on 
Nov. 7th will be contested for, pend- 
ing the possible withdrawal of can- 
didates within the next few days. 
The election early next month will be 
the first biennial election in the city 
resulting in this large number of con- 
tests. The total number of candi- 
dates filing papers is fifty-one. Four 
of these will run for the office of 
Mayor, twelve for seven positions on 
the School Committee, twenty-five 
for fourteen seats as Aldermen-at- 
large and the balance for seven seats 
as Ward Aldermen. 

The filing of papers for the may- 
• ralty race on Tuesday by Alderman 
Frank T. McCabe, making this a four- 
wav contest, came with more or less 
surprise In his statement announc- 
ing his candidacy on Tuesday Aider- 
man McCabe, who is a retired army 
major, stated that until Oct 10th he 
had believed he had taken himself 
out of the city government, effective 
upon the conclusion of his term as 
Alderman-at-large on January first, 
next which office he has filled for the 
past five years. Since that time 
events transpired which persuaded 
him to file nomination papers, none 
of the signatures on which were so- 
licited by him He added that "I 
have no campaign manager except the 
people of the city of Newton. My 
campaign exchequer shows funds: 
zero. It i»- not anticipated that this 
figure will in < : ease. My issue is de- 
cent efficient government, no hypocri- 
sy. no racketeers If elected that 
issue will be mv only debt payable.'* 

Major McCabe has been a severe 
critic of the present administration. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs, who will 
be a candidate for re-election, will 
also be opposed by State Representa- 
tive Paul M. Goddard and James T. 
Waters. Mayor Childs is seeking bis 
eleventh two-year term in office since 
1914. having been the chief execu- 
tive of Newton since that time with 
tlie exception of the six-year period 
beginning in 1930 when he announced 
lie would not run against Sinclair 
Weeks. 

Representative Goddard served sev- 
eral years as a member of the Board 
of Aldermen from Ward 6 and a year 
ago was elected to the General Court 
of Massachusetts as <ine of the two 
representatives from tlie 5th Middle- 
sex district. James T Waters is a 
former member and chairman of the 
Board of Registrars of Voters. 

Under the bienuial system the com- 
plete membership of tlie School Com- 
mittee will !•* elected* one from each 

wJrd to be elected at-large. Three 
«'f the present members will he un- 
opposed. They are Harold W. Knowl- 
ton of Ward 4. Mrs Margaret H. 


Woods of Ward 5, and Joseph F. Wo- 
gan of Ward 7. In Ward 1 Francis 
P. Frazier and C. Frederick McGill 
will contest for the seat vacated 
through the retirement of Franklin 
Smith. Another two-way contest is 
scheduled in Ward 2 where C. Ray- 
mond Cabot, chairman of the Newton 
Board of Appeal, a former assistant 
Attorney-General and prominent in 
many Newton activities, will oppose 
the present School Committee mem- 
ber. Harry E. Bryant, a candidate for 
re-election to a third term. School 
Committee member Ralph F. Taber of 
, Ward 3 will be opposed by Bernard 
D. Farrell. Jr . a former ward alder* 
! man. who announed early In the year 
that he would be a candidate for the 
office until successful.

The run- 
ning gear is red instead of white. 

A few lucky observers saw the Ul- 
nar eclipse for a few minutes after 
sunset last Saturday night before the 
sight was hidden by the gathering 
clouds. 

An effort is being quietly made by 
certain parties to force a postal de- 
livery system upon tills city. It is safe 
to predict that they will not succeed. 
Newton is better served by existing 
postal arrangements than it ever could 
he by carriers. 

The entire fire department and 
police force were ordered to report at 
Box 18. corner of Howard st. and 
Newtonville ave., last Saturday at 
3:30 p. m. When all the men and 
apparatus arrived, they formed in lino 
and marched to Alderman Henry E. 
Cobb’s house. They were welcomed 
by Mr. Cobb, who said he had called 
them together to get acquainted with 
the whole department. Rev. Mr. Cal- 
kins made a short address, after 
which a collation was served. At the 
close Mayor Kimball made a few re- 
marks. 


The high school battalion lias fi- 
nally succeeded in efforts to induce 
the school committee to provide new 
guns, as the old rifles were far too 
heavy for the boys. The cost of the 
equipment will be $lonu. and to save 
part of the expense to the city. Major 
Fiske of tile battalion has agreed to 
serve us drillmaster without pay. The 
School Committee at a special meet- 
ing on Wednesday evening made the 
appropriation and expressed thanks 
to the major. The committee added 
$30 a month to the appropriation for 
the convenience of pupils. 

it is not generally realized how fine 
un opportunity for improvement in 
scientific knowledge is offered free to 
Newton people through the medium 
of the Read Fund lectures. Eliot Hall 
has been secured for t lie course which 
will open Monday. November 3 with 
the lecture by Professor Hall, as- 
tronomer Royal of Ireland. The lie- 
quest made by Mr. Read was a lib- 
eral and far-sighted one. 

Tin* Republican battalion. Garden 
City Cadets, finished their organiza- 
tion Thursday night by electing J. C. 
Kennedy major and Allston Burr, ad- 
jutant. The battalion will have 225 
in tlie ranks, besides the drum corps, 
in the grand parade next Tuesday 
night in Watertown and Newton. The 
Newton companies will meet at 7:40 
in Nonantum square and march to 
Watertown where tlie procession will 
form. Over 1000 torches are expected 
to be in line, as several out-of-town 
companies will participate. 

Alderman J. W. Carter iias brought 
buck from his European trip a val- 
uable collection of books, maps and 
plans relative to tlie treatment of 
sewerage in the principal cities he 
visited. In many places lie was given 
facilities for the personal examina- 
tion of tlie systems. In Berlin lie ob- 
tained a chart showing the location of 
every house in the city with the ar- 
rangement of pipes in each. The con 
tineutal cities generally had more full 
statistics on sanitary matters than 
those of England. Some cities, Mr. 
Carter says, spent $125,000 to $150,000 
for preliminaries, a good deal of 
which goes for parliamentary lobby- 
ing. or log-rolling, or to use tlie Eng- 
lish phrase — “getting it up tin* back- 
stairs." Mr. Carter’s study on the 
sewerage subject ought to have much 
w< ight in the solution of this problem 
which is of so great importance to 
Newton. 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Health on Monday three complaints 
were received about the foul odors 
from the soap factory near the corner 
of Pearl and School sts. Chairman 
Henry said the proprietor of tlie fac- 
tory had been looking for a new lo- 
cation. but has now decided to stay at 
tlie old stand. Tlie standing commit- 
tee of the Aldermen was directed to 
go on a smelling expedition about the 
premises.

The entrance of Alderman McCabe 
Into the Mayoralty contest compli- 
cates matters. Although Major Mc- 
Cabe lias won many friends by his 
conscientious service as a member 
of the Board of Aldermen and by his 
fearlessness in attacking the conduct 
of certain city departments, it does 
not seem probable that his late can- 
didacy will be successful; hut it might 
he. Stranger tilings have happened. 
Whether McCabe will take more votes 
from Childs or from Goddard is a 
question. Undoubtedly ho will take 
votes from both these candidates and 
also from James A. Waters. Major 
McCabe will certainly add “pep" to 
the Mayoralty fight. This retired army 
officer has learned much concerning 
city affairs during his service of five 
years in the Board of Aldermen. Ho 
does not hesitate to condemn what he 
believes to lie wrong, and he is hon- 
est and aggressive. 

Paul M. Goddard and his friends 
have been conducting a quiet, but se- 
rious campaign. Mr. Goddard is a de- 
termined young man whose career 
has shown that when he started to 
achieve a goal, he worked unremit- 
tingly to that end. He makes no pre- 
tence at being an orator, and his cam- 
paign is being and will be waged more 
through systematic effort than by 
speeches. 

Mayor Childs is conducting the same 
sort of campaign lie has conducted in 
tin* past: doing little or nothing inso- 
far as orthodox political campaign 
activities are concerned, and depend- 
ing on his friends to do whatever lit- 
tle campaign work will he done. Tlie 
Mayor has a political technique all 
his own. While he lias persistently 
denied that he is (or has been) a poli- 
tician. lie lias earned tlie reputation 
of being one of the cleverest politi- 
cians in tills State. Mayor Childs lias 
been conducting a constant political 
campaign since shortly after lie first 
assumed office on Jan. 1. 1914 as 
Mayor of Newton. His methods differ 
greatly from those used by the ordi- 
nary politician, hut that they have 
been rruire effective is proven by the 
fact that he is now serving ills 20th 
year as Mayor of Newton. That lie 
lias lost some of his popularity the 
past four years is undeniable. It is a 
fact, of course, that conditions are 
vastly different the past four years 
than they were during the sixteen 
years that Mr. Childs was Mayor of 
Newton, 1914-1929 inclusive. 


The U. 8. A. was more than pros- 
perous during most of that period. 
The World War years with their pa- 
triotic fervor afforded many opportuni- 
ties for Mayor Childs to enhance his 
popularity, and tlio boom years of 
tin* 1920s. saw Newton growing rap- 
idly during that lush period. There 
was no welfare problem in those days. 
Sinclair Weeks came in contact with 
an increasing relief burden when he 
assumed tlie office of Mayor, and Ed- 
win (). Childs found this problem 
awaiting him when he resumed the 
office of Mayor in 1936. The job 
of being Mayor of Newton for the 
past 10 years had called for real 
ability and judgment. It has ceased 
to he something merely honorary. To 
he properly filled it necessitates thnt 
the man holding the office shall pos- 
sess (and use) honesty, initiative, 
courage and reasonable sympathy. 

That Mayor Childs possesses all 
of these qualities is avowed by his 
admirers. That he does not possess 
them, is contended hv those unfriend- 
ly to him politically. They point to 
ids handling of the police depart- 
ment. Ids manner of dealing with the 
appointment of a Street Commissioner, 
and liis recent vacillation in the mat- 
ter of appointing a Director of Recrea- 
tion. as examples. The fact remains, 
however, that Mayor Childs always 
faces election day with a big nucleus 
of city employees supporting him, and 
with a large following of old friends. 

We contend, as we have in the past 
(with one exception) that men who 
are elected to tlie Board of Aider- 
men should he men of mature years, 
expf rienced in the problems of life 
and in the observance of human na- 
ture. These men should come from 
various walks of life, from the ranks 
of humble workers, as well as from 
the ranks of prosperous business and 
professional men. We have frequent- 
ly seen some humble member of the 
proletariat who evidenced more in- 
telligence in his knowledge of pub- 
lic affairs than wealthy individuals 
who had achieved prominence in busi- 
ness or industry because they "had 
got tlie breaks,” or had inherited 
wealth. 

Tlie war overseas is rapidly evolv- 
ing into widespread indications of 
wholesale slaughter. Tens of thou- 
sands of those young Germans who 
have been hypnotized by the fanatical

When Lightning Flashes 

Lightning rods are coming back. 
City dwellers may not he expected 
to become excited over tills fact but 
if you Imd a farm at tile top of a hill, 
or most anywhere in the rural sec- 
tions. it would he a somewhat vital 
matter. Recently, while on a ride 
through that delightful region we 
call Southern New Hampshire, I ob- 
served that the house and farm 
buildings on a large estate were 
equipped with lightning conductors of 
tin* latest design. When I remarked. 
"I thought lightning .rods imd gone 
out of fashion,” my companion, al- 
ways well informed, said "Guess you’d 
know more about it if you lived 
where heavy thunder storms are not 
uncommon." 

There was a time, we both agreed, 
when lightning rod agents, as they 
were called, frequently figured 111 the 
comic sections. Seems they were tlie 
high-pressure salesmen of their time 
and were said to lie responsible for 
shaking-down farmers by the sale of 
worthless equipment. At any rate for 
that or some other reason lightning 


fortunately a long way from city wa- 
ter service and the railroad.

Early Christmas P. O. Thoughts 

The color scheme of postage stamps 
is not likely to change, it now ap- 
pears. Those with an eye for the 
esthetic will he satisfied hut those 
who feel mailing costs are too high 
will lie disappointed. To be more ex- 
plicit. tlie National Association of 
Post masters lias urged tlie Postoffice 
Department and Congress to continue 
the three-cent rate for letters out- 
side the local district. They feel that 
tills figure, introduced as un emergen- 
cy measure seven years ugo, should 
be made permanent to "continue the 
postal service on a self-sustaining 
basis.’’ Of greater interest to me is 
tile additional statement that these 
officials have urged the issue of "spe- 
cial two and three cent Uhristmas 
stamps which would bear a message 
of peace and good will." Is this an 
attempt to plueate those who other- 
wise might entertain harsh thoughts? 
If so. it is subtle, indeed. It lias oc- 
curred to me that a speciul Christ- 
mas stamp might take the place of a 
greeting card. That is, the stump 
would he sufficient and tin* recipient 
womd take it for granted thut tin* 
sender’s kindly sentiments were suffi- 
ciently expressed through the Gov- 
ernment so that no curd need be en- 
closed. Possibly that may appeal 
to tin* more thrifty but I don’t think 
Christmas card manufacturers would 
approve. And, another point' Will 
there lie a distinction, such as "I 
wish you a Merry (two or three- 
cent) uhristmas?" ,

It is expected that the new build- 
ing will be turned over to the com- 
pany by the contractors about Decem- 
ber first of this year. With the vast 
amount of work to be done towards 
installation of dial service. November 
1040 has been set ns the approximate 
date for the inauguration of this serv- 
ice.

From the opening whistle of t lie 
Everett game Captain Brooks Heath 
and his ten mates pinned the Gildea- 
tutored outfit’s ears right back with 
a shock that electrified Newton par- 
tisans.

Its obvious that the only 
way to score against a team you 
cannot go through or around is to go j 
over. And that is what Newton al- ' 
most did. 

The Everett touchdown was tin ex- 
ample of the tulent the visitors pos- 
sess. The play t hut set up the score 
was a pass down the alley which Tony 
Lucei. Everett end, snared with a 
catch that would do credit to Joe I)i- 
Magglo, or some other ace outfielder.

Looking Toward Fall 

Bulbs are planted in fall to give 
them opportunity to develop ample 
root growth. It is the safer prac- 
tice to protect bulbs in the ground 
with a mulch of leaves or straw. 
Mulch should be put on after the 
ground is frozen hard. It is inten- 
ded to protect them from the dam- 
age of alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing, not from the cold. 

Ono of the most important fac- 
tors in successful bulb flower grow- 
ing is proper planting. Well-drained 
loam should be used. Press soil 
around bulbs well so there are no 
air spaces. 

Depth of planting must be care- 
fully measured. Observe these 
recommended depths: Anemone, one 
inch deep; crocus, snowdrop and 
seilla, 2 inches; jonquil and tulip. 
3 inches; hyacinth and narcissus, 4 
inches, and lily, 5 inches. When 
measuring depth, measure from the 
lop of the bulb. For instuiice, set 
hyacinth under four inches of soil. 

Bulbs should be set the following 
distances apart: Anemone, 4 to 6 
inches, crocus and snowdrop, 2 
inches, seilla, 3 inches; jonquil, 6 
inches; tulip, 4 inches; hyacinth, 
6 inches; narcissus, 6 to 12 inches, 
and lily, 12 Inches or more. 

It always pays to buy bulbs of 
fine quality Good, healthy bulbs 
are always firm and comparatively 
heavy for their size. 

Never allow unmixed fertilizer to 
come in direct contuct with bulbs. 
When fertilizer is used mix very 
thoroughly with soil before plant- 
ing bulbs.

Possibly this 
ineptitude will give way to a spas- 
modic outburst of activity to bring a 
whirlwind finish unlike any campaign 
In Newton for some years past. Cer- 
tainly with 29 offices to he filled by 
the voters on Nov. 7. there should be 
greater Interest than usual If the 
best interests of the citizens are to 
be served. Good government can only 
exist through election of public offi- 
cials by a majority voice of the peo- 
ple. 

loot's look at the principal candi- 
dates. Mayor Childs is being opposed 
for ro-election by three men well 
known in Newton; State Representa- 
tive and former Alderman-at-Large 
Paul M. Goddard, former Chairman 
of the Roard of Registrars of Voters 
James A. Waters, and Alderman-at- 
Large Major Frank T. McCabp. God- 
dard was the first avowed candidate 
and campaign plans have been in the 
process of making for several months. 
Waters was the next to announce he 
would run while Major McCabe was 
an eleventh-hour entry, coming Into 
the race only the day before the time 
for filing nomination papers expired, 
a little more than a week ago. 

Major McCabe has served as one of 
the two aldermen-ut-Iarge from Ward 
1 for the past five years. For some 
time he has been one of the most 
open and severe of the present May- 
or's critics. He brings to the campaign 
an angle which is rare In Newton 
politics. Unless something unforseen 
occurs he probably will receive votes 
that formerly have been easily cap- 
tured by the Mayor. 

One of the interesting angles to the 
Waters campaign is that the popular 
James P. Gallagher is listed as gen- 
eral chairman. Time was when Mr. 
Gallagher was numbered among the 
Childs' prominent supporters. Inci- 
dentally this is but one of numerous 
instances where Mayor Childs is not 
receiving the endorsement that he 
formerly enjoyed. Some yeurs ago. 
when the Teachers’ Oath Law was 
the subject of considerable discus- 
sion Waters upheld its adoption in a 
controversy with Professor Kirtlev F. 
Mather, former Newton school com- 
mitteeman. which the South Side of 
Newton well remembers. He also vig- 
orously denounced the Newton schools 
as too costly for the benefits derived. 
Mr. Waters presents a specific pint- 
form in an impressive manner despite 
the fact that many will not agree with 
his conclusions. Like Major McCabe, 
however, he will receive many votes 
that formerly Mayor Childs received. 
To what extent no one can predict 
although his total may prove to be 
surprisingly greater than many might 
believe. 

Can Goddard succeed where others 
have failed is perhaps the biggest 
question of the campaign? Mayor 
Childs has proved exceptionally popu- 
lar through the years and although 
it is obvious that there has been con- 
siderable wavering upon the part of 
former enthusiastic supporters its ex- 
tent cannot be measured accurately.

Waters Advocates Tax Limit 
On Real Estate, And Urges 
Economy 

A large campaign committee has 
been organized for James A. Wa- 
ters, who is a candidate for Mayor. 
James P. Gallagher Is general chair- 
man; Francis E. Levi of Newton High- 
lands. treasurer; and Edward O. Proc- 
tor. chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. A number of rallies have 
been held in behalf of Mr. Waters’ 
candidacy. On Tuesday night about 
70 persons gathered at the home of 
Mrs. Mabel Alberti, Centre st.. New- 
ton Center, and heard Mr. Waters 
expound the following views: — 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle- 
men : 

Today our government Is confront- 
ed with a crisis, a crisis caused by 
the cost of maintaining that govern- 
ment. It will, on November 7, be our 
duty to participate in an election 
which will result in placing in office 
the officials who will conduct the af- 
fairs of our city government for the 
next two years. The cost of maintain- 
ing our city government, as well as 
tlie costs of the state government 
have grown tremendously in the past 
twenty years. These costs started to 
rise in 1919 and as prosperity in- 
creased during those boom years, the 
cost of government also rose. The 
cost of maintaining the state and mu- 
nicipal governments in Massachusetts 
rose from $93,000,000 in 1919 to 
$181,000,000 in 1929; an increase of 
approximately 100 per cent. The cost 
of maintaining the city government of 
Newton rose from about one and one- 
half million dollars to over four mil- 
lion dollars In 1929; an increase of 
over 135 per cent as compared with 
the average increase of 100 per cent 
throughout the state. 

The tax rate rose from $19.80 to 
$27.20 per thousand. Then came the 
financial crush and the consequent 
business depression. The cost of gov- 
ernment was established and added 
to this came almost at once the added 
cost of relief for the unemployed. So

Tax Bills Delayed — 
Bear Interest as Usual 

Real estate property owners in 
Newton recently received their tax 
bills for 1939. The delay in send- 
ing out these bills was caused by 
the Legislature in adopting a rec- 
ommendation of Governor Salton- 
stall that the date of fixing local 
tax rates be postponed until the 
amount of the State Tax. to be as- 
sessed upon the cities and towns 
had been determined. At the end 
of the Legislative session the State 
Tax was certified to the cities and 
towns by Tax Commissioner Henry 
F. Long, and legislation enacted 
permitting the fixing of local tax 
rates after Sept. 1st. Preparation 
for sending out the bills has been 
in progress for the past several 
weeks and are now due and pay- 
able, without interest until No- 
vember first. After November first 
interest will be charged, from Oc- 
tober 1, at the rate of 4 per cent. 


Want Trade School 
Out of Hamilton 
School Building 


At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night a delegation 
of Newton Lower Falls residents ap- 
peared and demanded that the inter- 
mediate. or vocational department of 
the Newton Trade School, which has 
been housed in the Hamilton School 
on Grove st.. Lower Falls, since Sep- 
tember. 1935. be removed from that 
building. This department of the 
Trade School was started in 1934 and 
was housed for about 18 months in 
tlie basement of the Peirce School on 
Chestnut st.. West Newtou. Because 
of the growth of the department and 
the dampness of the basement at the 
Peirce School, larger and healthier 
quarters were needed for the hoys 
and girls attending this branch of the 
trade school, so it was moved to the 
Hamilton School building at Lower 
Falls. This building was erected in 
1938. It is large enough to accom- 
modate 300 pupils, but the lareest 
enrollment of children in the six ele- 
mentary grades there was 96 in 1935. 
In 1938 the attendance in the elemen- 
tary grades was 77 and this year it 
is 84. These grades occupy four 
rooms and have the smallest class 
numbers in the city. 

The trade school department at the 
Hamilton School occupies a lurge 
room originally intended us a kinder- 
garten. and also two other class- 
rooms. in addition to a smaller room. 
Tlie attendance at the trade school is 
>8. and the pupils come from various 
parts of the city. There are 73 boys 
and 15 girls, ranging in age from 14 
to 17. averaging 16. The transporta- 
tion cost of the school pupils is de- 
frayed by State grant, and about 50 
per cent of the cost of the school is 
paid by the State and Federal grants. 
Tin- pupils are boys and girls who 
van adjust themselves better to the 
training they receive at the Trade 
School than at the other departments i 
of the high school, or boys and girls 
who. because of economic conditions, 
desire to obtain training which will 
provide them with employment. The

here it was naive to assert that Amer- 
ica already had democracy. 

Explaining that poverty, bad hous- 
ing. ignorance and ill health, which 
exist in great sections of the nation, 
were deterrents to democracy, she 
urged a thorough analysis of the mean- 
ing of democracy and a change in 
the social structure to enable the 
“United States, "perhaps now at the 
beginning of the road, to move for- 
ward toward democracy for all.’’ 

Rev Morrision R. Boynton. D.D.. 
minister of the church said in part 
that perhaps the greatest contribution 
of Christianity to the affairs of man 
had been the regard created for the 
value of human life. “It has been able 
to teach men and women that there 
are values in every individual human 
soul which are infinitely precious and 
that there can be no ordering of so- 
ietv until the rights of all are un- 
derstood and respected."

Governor Saltonstall and Mayor Childs 
will be among the speakers.

The Boston & Albany railroad is at 
work on the Circuit branch at Rice’s 
land between Auburndale and Lower 
Falls, but if this road is to be built by 
the use of wheelbarrows, it looks as 
though trains will not be running on 
it until the year 2002.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Charles A. Lindbergh, who has been 
a popular idol since ids epic flight 
across the Atlantic, lost many of his 
admirers a couple of weeks ago when 
he made a radio address in which he 
advocated the elimination of owner- 
ship of territories in the Western 
Hemisphere by European nations, nnd 
the eventual annexation of Canada to 
the U. S. A. Although others have ad- 
vocated this same thing, none received 
such criticism for expressing these 
views as has Colonel Lindbergh. But. 
those who are perturbed over Lind- 
bergh’s advocacy of the annexation of 
Canada to this country can take solace 
from what occurred at Hyde Park, 
New York, lust Sunday when the rec- 
tor of the church which President 
Roosevelt attends in that town, at a 
special service held to dedicate a Bi- 
ble presented to that church by King 
George on his recent visit, rend from 
a Canadian prayer book a prayer ask- 
ing the Almighty to ordain that tho 
"most gracious sovereign, King 
George, may vanquish and overcome 
all his enemies." The President was 
present, and participated in the serv- 
ice. So, who knows but that instead 
of Canada being annexed to the U. S. 
A., the U. S. A. may be annexed to 
Canada. 


In Boston last week a gathering of 
lending industrialists was addressed 
by Gene Tunney, erstwhile champion 
heavyweight pugilist. Mr. Tunney in 
his speech favored the repeal of the 
arms embargo act and severely casti- 
gated Charles A. Lindbergh for the 
latter’s opposition to the repeal. Mr. 
Tunney was very denunciatory of Mr. 
Lindbergh. We shall not take sides 
with either insofar as the repeal ot 
the arms embargo is concerned. But, 
we believe that Lindbergh still ha3 
more admirers than his critic, Tun- 
ney. Although Lindbergh did not 
make the fortune in his long, lonely 
trip over the Atlantic, that Tunney 
made in less than an hour defeating 
Jack Dempsey, Lindbergh possessed 
sufficient dignity and freedom from 
venality not to use cheap methods to 
capitalize his accomplishment. He did 
not, for instance, allow his name to 
be used in connection with advertise- 
ments of a nationally advertised laxa- 
tive, , alleging that he had perfect 
eliminations because he used the lu- 
bricant regularly. 


Another youthful publicist who ad- 
dressed a gathering of mature busi- 
ness men in Boston last week was El- 
liott Roosevelt, radio magnate from 
Texas. Despite his lack of years, 
young Mr. Roosevelt has been for 
sometime volunteering advice on poli- 
tics, economics, social and interna- 
tional problems. According to a news- 
paper account of his address to the 
gathering of insurance men, Elliott 
stated that ho owns 10 radio stations 
in Texas. If he were correctly quoted, 
he must have had a big "drag” with 
someone. It is quite difficult to ob- 
tain a license for even one radio 
broadcasting station. 


A member of another branch of tho 
Roosevelt family, Quentin, grandson of 
President Theodoro Roosevelt, was 
quoted in Boston newspapers last 
week as attempting to enlist Harvard 
men as ambulance drivers in China, 
from tho interior of which country 
young Quentin recently returned, after 
an expedition in quest of an ancient 
scroll, or something. The thought 
occurred to us — why didn’t he stay 
there himself and serve as an am- 
bulanco driver? 


President Conant of Harvard was 
quoted in the papers last week as 
advocating some economic or social 
system which will cause a redistribu- 
tion of wealth every generation or 
two. This idea has been advocated 
by high-minded men and women in 
past years, hut such advocates wero 
considered radical or socialistic. Com- 
ing from the head of such a conserva- 
tive institution as Harvard, it gains 
significance. We agree with Presi- 
dent Connnt, even though such a 
change might cause fewer Tommy 
Manvilles and Barbara Huttons. 


Mayor Childs suggested to the Al- 
dermen that something he done to 
properly commemorate the 275th an- 
niversary of the founding of the First 
Church in Newton. We again suggest 
to the Mnyor and the Aldermen what 
we have suggested a couple of times 
tho past few years — that the original 
site of the First Church, the old ceme- 
tery on Centre st.. at Cotton st... New- 
ton. he properly fenced in so that it 
he better protected from youthful in 
truders, who in the past have damaged 
some of the old monuments and head- 
stones there. The early settlers of 
Newton, and generations of members 
of the First Church in the 17th and 
18th centuries were interred in that 
old cemetery. It. would cost $2000 or 
less to place a high wire fence around 
the ancient burial ground containing 
the ashes of Newton’s founders. 


One week from next Tuesday, on 
November 7. Newton will hold its 
first biennial election. For the first 
time in the history of the city an en- 
tire government, consisting of a May- 
qr. twenty-one Aldermen and seven 
members of the School Committee will 
be elected for two year terms. All 
too little interest is being shown in 
this very important election by a 
large percentage of Newton citizens 
and taxpayers. Probably the war in 
Europe and the interest it attracts 
may be a reason. But, the war in 
Europe, the repeal of the arms em- 
bargo. or other matters of interna- 
tional or national import, are less 
serious insofar as residents of New- 
ton are concerned, than the election 
of a complete city government whose 
acts can — and may, directly affect the 
lives, homes and pocketbooks of peo- 
ple who live in this unusual city of 
ours. Because Newton has been, on 
tho whole, well governed in the past, 
is no guarantee that it will be equal- 
ly governed in the future. Too many

Fresh (Eggs) from the Front 

This hardly comes under the head 
of war news but I happened to be one 
of several victims of a bombardment 
the other evening. A one-man car on 
the Boston Elevated, well loaded with 
passengers, had just passed Harvard 
ave., Allston, on its way to New- 
ton, when a shower of eggs occurred. 
They were thrown from the sidewalk 
by a group of boys. Unfortunately 

many windows were open and the 

eggs, although smashed against the 

iron window-grating, managed to 

reach in broken form more than a doz- 
en of us. My share wus a large sec- 
tion of yoke on tho shoulder. A 
woman iu tho seat ahead received both 
white und yoke in her hair und on her 
hat. Across the way, a man had his 
necktie plastered. Shells, yokes and 
whites were spattered over others, on 
tho seats und aguinst tho wulls. Of 
course the operator was unaware of 
what had hupponed. It didn’t upset 
him when told, for he kept the car 
moving and the bespattered passen- 
gers proceeded to wipe and splutter. 
Sorry, but I don’t know whether any 
complaints wero registered and if so 
what effect it lmd. I was glud to es- 
cape us lightly us I did. 

Sympathy and Common Sense 

The rescue of stray unimuls from 
their homeless wanderings is ulwuys 
to be commended. From information 
thut has recently come to me, 1 am 
convinced thut it cau be overdone. In 
many neighborhoods there are good 


souls who are moved to pity at the 
sight of a cat or dog that seems to bo 
without permanent shelter and regu- 
lar food. Tho feeling comes to these 
well intentioned folk that there should 
be no delay in gathering-in the for- 
lorn-appearing beast and sending for 
the proper agency to carry it away. I 
have learned of several instances 
where pets that were well cared for 
and had a propensity for traveling 
some distance from homo were hur- 
ried off without due investigation. A 
Newton woman, who goes out of her 
way to pick up cats belonging to other 
people, has caused no little trouble. 
I am told. Far be it from me to dis- 
courage the tender-hearted but they 
should be cautious, remembering that 
there are people who are good to their 
cat or dog, but do not give them con- 
stant attention.

Missing Power 
Shovel Not Stolen 

Thefts of such vehicles as bicycles 
and automobiles are frequently re- 
ported to Newton police, but the theft 
of a huge power-shovel is rather un- 
usual. but one was reported to pollct 
headquarters last Thursday.

$800 for it and $100 for tlie cellar, 
and that it was up to Doyle to pay 
Susi. whereas Doyle had told Susi 
it was up to Livingston. Livingston 
also stated that lie had paid to 
have the shovel taken off tin- lot so 
that lie could proceed with tlie build- 
ing of a house there. He also said 
that his attorney. Judge Bean of 
Somerville, had written to Susi. or- 
dering him to take the shovel off the 
lot. 

Susi was still waiting for his S14>' 
and also had the expense of getting 
his shovel back to Roslitulal.

Greens” is the slogan of the Conserva- 
tion Council this year in a crusade to 
stop the despoilment of the New Eng- 
land forests and to help prevent the 
bootlegging and stealing of Christ- 
mas greens. 

On Friday. November 3. at 11 a. m., 
in Horticultural Hall, a Conservation 
Conference will take place under the 
joint auspices of the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Womens Clubs 
and the Massachusetts Federation of 
Garden Clubs. Mrs. D. J. Curran, of 
the State Department of Agriculture, 
will speak on “Tagging Christmas 
Greens”; and Professor Robert Par- 
menter will demonstrate the proper 
cutting and pruning of greens. 

Those attending in the afternoon, 
which begins at 2 o’clock, will he 
ably instructed in making Christmas 
wreaths and garlands by Professor 
Arnold Davis. Those wishing to join 
this free class must register at the 
morning session, and bring their own 
wire and apron. 

The Conservation Council which is 
made up of the Department of Agri- 
culture. Federated Garden Clubs, Gar- 
den Club of America, and the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, an- 
nounces that all tagged green mate- 
rial will be required to he cut ac- 
cording to good conservation methods, 
otherwise it cannot be tagged. The 
tagging will tend to offset the re- 
selling of stolen wreaths taken from 
doors and other places. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has found that 
people have been cutting greens ille- 
gally and without authority. To land- 
owners, this has meant a tremendous 
annual loss of material as well as 
destruction of property. Something 
had to he done, and the Conserva- 
tion Council has already begun ask- 
ing the public to "Buy Tagged Christ- 
mas Greens.”

Two Quick Scores Settle Issue 
Newton Battles To 
Finally Score 

A powerful Brockton High football 
rolled over a valiant Newton eleven 
last Saturday at Eldon Keith Me- 
morial Field, Brockton to tho tune 
of 20-7. Two quick scoring thrusts 
in tho first six minutes of piny settled 
the final outcome. A third relentless 
march in tho third period gave Cap- 
tain Gold and his mates their final 
points. Despite tho suddenness of the 
Brockton early scores and the 20 point 
margin going into the final period 
Coach MacDowell’s outfit still battled 
as though the score was tied. A po- 
tent air attack throughout the day 
had continually threatened to shake 
Newton ends and hacks loose. Pass 
defense was the one Brockton weak- 
ness and in the final session with 
Johnny Flagg on tho heaving end of 
a series of passes tho Brockton de- 
fense bogged down to leave Bob Beat- 
ty free in the end zone to tally. 

On the fourth play of the game 
Brockton received the hall on a Hur- 
ley punt at their 45-yard stripe. On 
the fifth play quarterback Lanoue of 
Brockton swept off his right tackle. 
Tho speedy Shoe City lad outran the 
Newton secondary to the sidelines and 
down the edge of tho field to score 
on a 55-yard jaunt. Taniulevicz con- 
verted the point. 

Four plays later Brockton had the 
hall again on Newton’s 43-yard line. 
On the second play Lanoue ran left 
end for 25 yards to the Newton 18 
where he was forced outside. Two 
plays later ho ran to tho right and 
was away but for "Bud” Hurley who 
forced the speedster out at tho New- 
ton 5 yard stripe.

After a few minutes of play in the 
third period Brockton was on their 
own 20 after Flagg had punted across 
tho goal.

Lanoue 
swept right end for 8 yards and then 
left end for 15 and tho third touch- 
down.

Meanwhile when Newton had pos- 
session of the ball they gave every- 
thing to force Brockton back with lit- 
tlo success. Late in tho first Half 
several passes clicked to give New- 
ton hope but time expired. In the 
fourth quarter Newton really got go- 
ing. Ashley had gone into t lie Now- 


ton backfield with Flagg at fullback. 
Flagg tossed a pass to Ashley for 18 
yards but then a Newton pass was in- 
tercepted. Newton held and on third 
down Brockton quick-kicked. The 
boot went straight up in the air and 
Newton took possession on tho Shoe 
City’s 32 yard line. Flagg aimed a 
pass at Ashley which was incomplete. 
He attempted another hut was forced 
to run with the hall and gained 
yards. In two plays Heath plugged 
tho lino for a first down on the 21. A 
pass was tho obvious play.

inick kick was finally controlled by 
Flagg on the Newton 15.

appointed Brown both as director and 
a member of the commission. The 
Aldermen, however, refused to con- 
firm Brown’s appointment. 

On Oct. 9 the Mayor appointed as 
Director of Recreation Mr. Wilson, 
who had served during the past sum- 
mer as Acting Director of Recrea- 
tion. When the Mayor submitted the 
appointment to the Aldermen on that 
date, he neglected to also appoint Wil- 
son a member of the commission. Ai>- 
parently not only was the Mayor re- 
miss in this matter, but the Aldermen 
also failed to notice the error, be- 
cause they did not attempt to call it 
to the attention of the Mayor until 
they convened in private at a recess 
session last Monday night. Attempts 
were made to contact the Mayor, but 
he could not be found. He was at a 
place where he very seldom is — the 
meeting of the School Committee. It 
was the third time the Mayor has at- 
tended a meeting of the School Com- 
mittee in recent years. So. the Al- 
dermen had to postpone taking a 
vote on the confirmation of Mr. Wil- 
son until the next meeting of the 
Board. President Floyd expressed the 
hope that the Mayor will then send 
the appointment in proper form. 


The Mayor had sent to members 
of the Board a list of Mr. Wilson’s 
educational, athletic and recreational 
experiences. He also recommended 
the appropriation of $750 for Mr. Wil- 
son’s salary for the balance of this 
year, provided his appointment was 
confirmed, or $225 it not confirmed. 
Tlie Aldermen did not make either 
appropriation.

The following tribute to Mr. Palmer 
was offered by Rev. Randolph S. Mer- 
rill: 

IRVING O. PALMER 

“No one could hope to put into 
words all the appreciative and affec- 
tionate thoughts of Irving Palmer 
which are* in our minds and hearts to- 
day. We can try. however, 
to express just n little of the, 
gratitude that we feel for 
his character and his 
achievements, which will be 
enshrined in our memories 
until we see him again. 

Mr. Pahner was recog- 
nized as one of the nationV 
leaders in the field of sec- 
ondary education. High and 
important honors were ac 
corded to him in the various 
educational associations of 
which he was a member. 

He was one of the pioneers 
in the development of tech- 
nical training in the public 
high schools, and the Tech- 
nical High School of this 
city is. in very large meas- 
ure. a monument to his in 
terest in the practical prep- 
aration of young people for 
successful living. He ac- 
cepted his honors happilv 
and gratefully, hut el ways 
humbly. Once when lie was 
on a trip in the West, at 
some eating place he sat at 
table with a .stranger, 
who. learning that Mr. 

Palmer came from Newton. 

Mass, said that he had 
heard that Newton had a 
remarkably fine high school. 

Mr. Palmer allowed that 
he understood that the school had a 
very good reputation, and, in reply 
to the stranger’s questions, told him a 
bit about the school. He finally left 
the inquirer without telling him that 
he had been talking to the Principal 
of the Newton High School! That was 
characteristic of the man. 

“The system of personal guidance 
in our high school — and now in many 
others — is another of Mr. Palmer’s 
achievements. This organized depart- 
ment is an extension of his own per- 
sonal interest in helping individual 
boys and girls work out their prob- 
lems and find abundant life. He was 
recognized by his pupils as so fair and 
understanding, that many of them 
came to him for counsel in their per- 
plexities and in their scrapes — often- 
times before they turned to their 
mothers or fathers. Many a man and 
many a woman today acknowledges a 
lasting debt to him for his great share 
in helping them to live nobly and 
successfully. 

“Those who worked with and under 
Mr. Palmer hear witness to the in- 
spiring quality of his leadership. As 
one of them expressed it to me, 'Ev- 
eryone who worked with him was glad 
to do much more than was required 
of him.’ It was not only that he 
called forth loyalty to himself, hut he 
inspired devotion to the high cause of 
education to which lie himself was 
genuinely consecrated. 

‘‘We sometimes speak of certain 
persons as being ‘the salt of the 
earth.’ It seems to me that this phrase 


may be used with unusual fitness of 
Mr. Palmer, for It must have been 
with some such qualities of character 
ns his in mind that our Master said. 
’Ye are the salt of the earth. There 
was a salty tang of humor In Mr. Pal- 
mer’s speech that made It Interesting 
and refreshing. Ami there was an 
honesty and uprightness In hint that 
left no chance for corruption or un- 
cleanness in word or deed. His never- 
failing sense of hutnor was doubtless 
a great factor in his success as teach- 
er and administrator. People of every 
age respond to one who is earnestly 
devoted to a great task hut can. at

the same time, see the funny side of 
things. Young people, especially, open 
their minds and hearts to the teacher 
who can both make and take a joke. 
It is with the light of fun twinkling 
in his eyes that we shall beat remem- 
ber Irving Palmer. 

"He would he the lust one to think 
of himself in terms of saintliness, hut 
we who knew him will agree. I am 
confident, that in the sense in which 
one of our contemporary poets uses 
the word, Irving Palmer was one of 
God’s saints.” 

He looks not holy; simple in his be- 
lief;

record of placements of pupils from 
this branch of the trade school has 
been excellent, the great majority 
having obtained employment. 

At the meeting before the School 
Committee on Monday night the lead- 
er of the delegation demanding the 
removal of the trade school from the 
Hamilton building was Howard Lewis 
of 73 St. Mary st.. Lower Falls, 
president of the Lower Falls Im- 
provement Association. Mr. Lewis is 
a newer resident of the city, having 
registered as a voter on October 14. 
193S. He made strong statements i 
about the alleged undesirability of 
having the trade school in the same 
building with the elementary grades. I 
Among other things lie said- I feel 
that in other parts of Metropolitan 
Bpston, I ran get the facilities I want. | 
and if the change is not made, there , 
will be two less pupils at the school. 

I might lie so hold as to say there 
might he as many as ten who would 
move to Wellesley or Weston. Lewis 
said lie was not making a threat, just 
trying to emphasize the feeling of the 
entire community. 

Otheis who demanded tin* removal 
of tin* trade school department were 
John McGlennon of Lafayette id.,! 
Lower Falls, secretary of the Improve 
tjjent Association: Norman Patter 
son of Concord st.. an inspector in tin 
Newton Public Building Department 
and Carl Pescosolldo of Concord st. 

Tin* speakers argued that 51 new 
houses have been erected in the Low- 
er Falls section and 19 more are 
planned. They contended that the 
taxes received from these new houses j 
would pny for the removal of the 
trade school department to some! 
rented building. 

Chairman Smith of the School Com - 1 
mittee replied that only u small part 
of the tax revenue received by New- 1 
ton is diverted to the cost of running 
tiie trade school, that it would he im- 1 
pniciicnl to move the machinery to u 
rented building, and that the commit- 
tee could not commit itself to any 
definite promise. He promised sym- 
pathetic study of the problem. 

Mayor Childs, who made one of his 
rare appearances at a School Commit 
lee meeting, upon invitation of tin 
committee, agreed witli the members 
of the delegation from Lower Falls 
The Mayor had promised a speedv 
l'i inoval of the trude school classes 
from the Hamilton building He us- 
seried that he would lie willing to 
ieci mine nil tliut .tin Board of Alder- 
III! u appropriate a sum of money to 


“fix up” the old Franklin School 
building on River st.. West Newton, 
as new quarters for the trade school 
pupils. This old school was erected 
65 or more years ago. and for years 
was complained of hv parents of pu- 
pils sittending it. It was declared to 
he antiquated and unhealthy, and 
several years ago the School Commit- 
tee agreed that it should he aban- 
doned. It has been, hut the Mayor 
believes it can lie made si proper place 
in which to house the hoys and girls 
who attend tin* trade school classes.

press their opinion that they feel the 
Mayor has served long enough. 

Goddard meanwhile has been driv- 
ing home the thought that "Newton 
deserves something better” (to quote 
from his campaign circular). In place 
of Newton having an excellent record 
in past years under Mayor Childs we 
are told that we have an expensive 
government — that more efficient serv- 
ice can be given. Goddard has shown 
his capabilities both as an alderman 
and as a member of the State Leg- 
islature. He has. like Waters, the ad- 
vantage of residing on the South Side 
of the city. The majority of voters 
in Newton are south of Commonwealth 
ave. and they have been growing in- 
creasingly desirous of having a Chief 
Executive. Possibly it is their turn 
and possibly both Waters and God- 
dard will benefit materially by this 
fact. A hasty analysis of election 
records shows that heretofore Wards 
5 and 6 have supported Mayor Childs 
consistently. One of the big question 
marks of the present campaign is 
whether or not they will continue to 
do so. 

Meanwhile Mayor Childs continues 
along in his quiet and customary 
way, relying upon the political sagac- 
ity of his friend and ally, Thomas 
W. White. Mr. White has managed 
many political campaigns for Childs, 
and others. Will he be able to hold 
together enough enthusiastic sup- 
porters to offset the barrage of argu- 
ments from three sides — or will he be 
able to till up the thinning gaps with 
new supporters. Here again, time 
alone will tell. Perhaps the coming 
week will bring events which will 
definitely affect the outcome.

Win Damage Suit 
Against Chauffeur 
Of Lt. Gov. Cahill 

In the Newton court on Monday 
Judge Frederic Crafts awarded dam- 
ages to two Newton residents and a 
Needham resident who had brought 
suits against Sergeant Lawrence Cro- 
zier of the State Police who has been 
assigned as a chauffeur to Lieut. 
Governor Cahill since the latter as- 
sumed his present office last Janu- 
ary. On the night of February 21 a 
State owned car driven by Crozier 
and in which Lieut. Governor Cahill 
was a passenger hit a parked car on 
the Worcester turnpike in Welles- 
ley. a short distance from the New- 
ton line. The car. owned by Cosmo 
Ciccariello of 23a Lincoln st.. New- 
ton Highlands, had run out of gas- 
oline and its owner and two passen- 
gers. Peter Chesley of 680 Boylston 
st. Newton Highlands and David Cu 
pobianco of Reservoir st.. Needham, 
bad been pushing it along the pike, 
and then had gone into the car. It 
was raining at the time. Cahill’s car 
came along and crashed into the rear 
of Ciccariello’s car. The car was con- 
siderably damaged and the three men 
in it were injured. 

Crozier and Cahill claimed that the 
tail-light on the car was not lighted 
The three occupants of the hit car 
testified that the tail-light was show- 
ing Judge Crafts awarded Ciccari- 
ello $ 1 40 for damages to his car and 
$27 for personal injuries. Chesley 
was awarded $105 for injuries and Ca- 
pobianco $125. In making the 
awards Judge Crafts said— 

"Although tiie defendant was not 
operating at a rate of speed which 
would have been unreasonable under 
ordinary conditions, I find that under 
the weather conditions prevailing ut 
tin* time of the collision, which condi- 
tions were known to the defendant, 
careful driving required of him lees 
speed and more attention to the road- 
way in front. 

“An ordinary prudeut and careful 
driver would huvo seen the car in 
front and have been operating in j 
such a manner as to avoid skidding 
Into it. 

"Although both the defeudunt and 
his passenger did not see a tail-light 


on the car in which the plaintiff was 
sitting and both honestly believed 
that it had no such light, in view of 
the testimony of a third party that 
a lighted tail-light was there and that 
he cautioned the plaintiff and others 
when they were pushing the car not 
to block it. I cannot find there was not 
such a light.”

nient. It is the part of the cost 
which is borne by real estate and tan- 
gible personal property. Approxi- 
mately 90 per cent of the cost Is borne 
by real estate alone, and the tax 
rate today is $30.20, the highest In 
the history of the city. 

Now, after the financial crash of 
1929. after the principal part of our 
tax load had been established, home 
owners and other real estate owners 
found it increasingly difficult to pay 
their share of the cost of maintaining 
tlie city government. Their incomes 
had been reduced anywhere from 50 to 
100 per cent. Those who suffered 
most severely from reductions in sal- 
ary and wages, or from loss of em- 
ployment fund that they were obliged 
to live on their savings until their 
savings were totally exhausted. Their 
homes were taken from them either 
by foreclosure of mortgages or sales 
for not paying taxes. Tills shifted a 
disproportionate share of tax burden 
over onto the remaining real estate 
which was not in distress. Real es- 
tute became an unprofitable invest- 
ment. Values tumbled. More par- 
cels were taken over by foreclosures 
or by tax sales. Building industry 
lagged. More and more men were 
thrown out of work and each year 
more and more families were added 
to the relief rolls. The distress of 
V l> al estate became, and is today, 
acute. Let us see what Governor Sal- 
tonstall of Newton said to the state 
legislature in his budget message of 
January, 1939. 

“B3ul estate, which at present bears 
approximately 70 per cent of the total, 
has been constantly shrinking in value. 
This discourages the home owner who 
lias built his home and the prospec- 
tive home owner from building his 
home. It makes it impossible for tlie 
building trades to get jobs. It makes 
new business hesitant to come to Mas- 
sachusetts, and it discourages activ- 
ity in real estate, our prime Invest- 
ment and tax source. Therefore new 
taxes must he secured or our functions 
of government materially reduced. 
The choice lies in your hands. The 
functions of government us now car- 
ried out concern the people of tlie 
State mostly in the form of Individual 
service. The people want and need 
these services, hut they must he paid 
for. Real estate alone cannot heur 
tlie burden. If we place a state tax 
of $32,000,01)0 »n real estate. It moans 
about $4.75 on each thousand of real 
estate valuation. The result is a 
greater shrinkage In real estate val- 
ues and the consequent accelerated 
difficulty In the operation of our city 
and town governments. The latter 
must depend upon real estate for their 
tax source.” 

Decreased valuations have not been 
the cause of the increased tax rate 
in the City of Newton. Our valua- 
tions have increased every year since 
1929. with the exception of one year 

-1933. In 1938. there wus a fur- 
ther increase in total valuations by 
the sum of $1,254,550. Now. it is al- 
most an economic law that with in- 
creased valuations tax rates go down 
and that with decreased valuations 
tax rates increase. There has been a 
persistent violation of this law in 
the City of Newton during the past 
six yeurs. Should there he another 
recession in business like that of 1937. 
tlie distress of real estate would lie 
accelerated to such a degree that real 
estate owners would undoubtedly 
throw up their hands and quit. They 
would simply refuse to pay tlie ex- 
orbitant tax rates. They would go on 
tax strike as they have done in other 
parts of tiie country, and what could 
you do about it? Absolutely nothing! 
And what could tlie members of your 
city government do about it? Ab- 
solutely nothing! Why, because they 
would have to look to tlie state legis- 
lature for relief. Would they get it? 
I doubt it. A legislature which can 
watch one hundred thousand Massa- 
chusetts taxpayers go to Mechanics 
Building in one day to protest against 
increased taxation, and then in the 
next week vote themselves $2000.00 
tier man for extra salaries which they 
have not earned, can hardly he ex- 
pected to give any relief. 

For the past ten years we have 
had as wasteful and extravagant a 
state government as any state In 
the Union. 

Now. you muy say we can effect 
« conomies in our local governments. 
We can do that. We can be less lib- 
eral to unfortunates on public welfare. 
We can cut down Soldiers’ Relief pay- 
ments. We can reduce expenses in 
our Health Departments and our play- 
grounds We can eliminate non-essen- 
tials from our schools. We can muke 
all these economies and more. But 
do you realize that for every $100J)0D 
you save in your city budget, you" re- 
duce your tax rate just about $1.00 
per thousand and after you have (lone 
this, you will probably find all your 
satdiigs will he wiped out by an in- 
creased Stale Tax imposed by a wil- 
fully extruvagant State Legislature. 
Over that, you have no control. 

Now. you will ask. wliut can be 
done about tills most serious situa- 
tion? Well, wlmt did they do about 
it out in the Middle West when the 
taxpayers went oil strike and ab- 
solutely refused to pay taxes? Here 
is what they did in Indiatui. In 1932 
tie v passed a State Law which they 
call the $1.50 tux. That law fixed u 
maximum municipal tax on real estate 

• •f $| 50 on each $100 or $15. no on 
ouch $looo of assessed valuation. And 
tin y went further, and restricted the 

i ie itself from Imposing more than 
$1 r.o per thousand as a state tax 
mi real property. So that ill Indiana 
today the local tax rates cannot ex 

• eed $16.50 per thousand. 

Now. of course, the c ities and town* 
ami the state could tint, under tluii 


law, obtain enough money to carry on 
the functions of government. 

So what, did they do? They enacted 
a gross Income tax law. and a central 
collection agency at the State House. 
And that tax amounts roughly to 1 
per cent of the gross Income of every 
Individual and every business and 
every corporation which have a gross 
Income of more than $1000 per year. ' 

That law was enacted in 1933. The 
rate Inis always remained the same. 
But the amount of revenue received 
from the tax had increased every year 
because as a result of tlio new sys- 
tem prosperity has returned to In- 
diana. And each year more and more 
money is returned to the cities and 
towns to help them with their local 
costs of government, and to help them 
to still further reduce the local tax 
rates. And if it continues to work 
out as it lias and should, the day 
will come when tlie returns from the 
gross income tax will defray all the 
expenses of tlie stnte and local gov- 
ernments and there will he no taxes 
at all on real estate. 

Now. what has it accomplished in 
Indiana? Indiana has no bonded state 
debt, and at the close of 1937, there 
was a balance of $24,000,000 In the 
General Fund of the State Treasury. 
Each year since 1933 they have bal- 
anced the state budgets. They have 
reduced the* bonded indebtedness of 
the municipalities by almost $40,000,- 
000. They have refunded to the cit- 
ies and towns over $12,000,000 annu- 
ally for use on their own highways 
and Streets. They have increased Old 
Age pension payments by almost 100 
per cent. In 1938, they returned to 
the cities and towns $14,000,000 for 
the payment of teachers’ salaries. 

Because of these increased dis- 
bursements from the Gross Income 
Tax. they have enabled the towns and 
cities to decrease the local taxes on , 
real estate below tlie maximum limit 
of $15.00 per thousand. They have 
made real estate a profitable invest- 
ment. they have increased building 
activities, they have put men back to 
work, they have decreased local tax- 
es. they have solved their tax problem 
in a sound and sensible manner. 

I challenge my opponents to pro- 
duce a better plan. I challenge them, 
to produce any plun which will solve 
this problem permanently. I ask them 
to explain why during the years in 
which they have been members of 
our city government they sat by and 
watched expenses increase and tax 
rates increase and did nothing about 
it. I await their answer.

persons in this city take little or no 
interest in our city government. If 
a large majority of our citizens did 
tills, Newton would rapidly deterior- 
ate. Most persons who were horn in 
Newton, love their native city. Cer- 
tainly. persons who moved into New- 
ton, who selected it as the place in 
which to make their homes, and raise 
their families, must have admired this 
city. It behooves all members of both 
classes to do his or her duty in keep- 
ing Newton one of this country’s out- 
standing communities. 

Four men are candidates for May- 
or of Newton. One, Edwin O. Childs, 
is serving his 20th year as chief ex- 
ecutive of this city. For 18 years we 
supported Mr. Childs for Mayor and 
voted for him. Two years ago we 
did not vote for Mr. Childs. This 
year we shall not vote for Mr. Childs. 
We still believe that he is 100 per cent 
honest in the conduct of his official 
duties. Insofar as money is concerned. 
We do not believe that Mr. Childs 
ever took a dishonest dollar, or that 
he is to the least degree venal. 

We do not believe that he has dis- 
played the ability or judgment In 
many matters during the past four 
years, that he displayed during the 
sixteen years he was Mayor of New- 
ton between 1914 and 1930. We be- 
lieve that lie has been influenced too 
much during the past four years by 
some persons who have been motiva- 
ted by their own selfish interests; — 
persons who, in some cases, were not 
loyal to Mr. Childs when loyalty 
counted. We do not believe that Mr. 
Childs has shown the initiative, the 
perspicacity ho should have shown in 
certain matters, to the end that New- 
ton might have had more efficient 
management. We believe that in the 
interest of democracy it is not de- 
sirable for one man to hold an elec- 
tive office too long. Wo believe that 
when public-spirited men are willing 
to give their time and energy in pub- 
lic service as Aldermen for periods 
of several years, they should have 
the opportunity to advance to the of- 
fice of Mayor, assuming that they are 
properly qualified. 

In the election on Nov. 7 the writer 
will vote for Paul M. Goddard for 
Mayor. We observed Mr. Goddard's 
service as a member of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen. We know him to 
he a comparatively young man whom 
we believe to he sincere and honest, 
and who through hard work has 
achieved success and a standing in 
this community. We have found Paul 
Goddurd to he sympathetic and will- 
ing to he of assistance if he can be. 
After Mr. Goddard announced his can- 
didacy some months ago, we told him 
we would support him, and we shall. 

We have known the two other can- 
didates for Mayor for many years. 
Both James T. Waters and Alderman 
Frank T. McCabe are. in our opinion.
